Graceful Words for the Young Lady of 
the White House. 


N ew Y ork, Sept. 23.—The New York 
W orld will publish the follow ing tomorrow, 
w ritten from W ashington by E ditor Bal­ 
lard S m ith : 
No president 
since 
Jackson—perhaps 
none in our history—has bren th e object of 
such open and bitten attack s upon the t oor 
of Congress as Mr. Cleveland. O ther presi­ 
dents have been as bitterly awaited upon 
the stum p and in public prints, but no one 
In 50 years has been so directly, personally 
and by nam e criticized, satirised and abused 
in the deliberative bodies in the republic as 
this gentlem an whose public life hasb een 
lim ited to eight Years or so and w ho has 
been a national figure for less th an six. 
The attacks upon his personality, as well as 
upon his official acts, have necessarily com ­ 
pelled partisan defence, and it has thus 
happened th a t the private character and 
personal characteristics of Grover Cleve­ 
land have been alm ost as prom inent a 
factor in the discussion of his adm inistra­ 
tion as have his public acts. 
He has by no m eans, moreover, escaped 
public assault from prom inent m em bers of 
his own party ; in the private conversation 
of senators and m em bers of Congress he 
bas. at times, been hardly less virulently as­ 
sailed by Dem ocrats th an by Republicans. 
He probably has aroused less personal en­ 
thusiasm and has fewer personal friends 
hi his own party 
th an 
any 
political 
chief 
in 
tho history 
of 
parties; 
yet 
he was renom inated at St. Louis w ith 
not 
only 
absolute 
unanim ity, 
but 
am id a scene of alm ost frenzied excite­ 
m ent. w hich for long continuance and up­ 
roar was never paralle’ed in a national con­ 
vention. not even in th a t w hich nom inated 
th e m ost popular partisan in our history 
Jam es G. Blaine. T his was certainly not 
popular enthusiasm for them . 
W hat it 
really was is one of the m ost interesting 
speculations in politics.and w hat aroused it 
cannot fail to be one of th e m ost intel eating 
subjects for th e historians of this period. 
W hen. only a few weeks over six years 
igo, Mr. Cleveland was suggested as tho 
Democratic candidate 
for 
governor of 
New York there w ere so few peoDlo o ut of 
Buffalo who had ever heard of him th at, iii 
(lie discussion which followed, the State 
newspapers had actually to tell who he was. 
Yet in this brief 
period, 
for w hatever 
reason of personal so litu d e for politics or 
com bination of circum stances, he has m ade 
him self m ore obviously th e leader of the 
party, and has dictated to it its policy w ith 
m ore practical effect th an Jackson or Van 
B uren or Douglas or Tilden, or perhaps 
Jefferson him self. 
A ll this has m ade him one of th e m ost 
ralient. and, in a way. m ost picturesque 
figures of the tim e. How he is regarded by 
his party and th e opposition as m an, Dem ­ 
ocrat. politician or statesm an, is, therefore. 
a particularly interesting inquiry, and I 
have endeavored to answ er it by soliciting 
expressions of opinion on these th ree points 
From R epresentative Men 
of both parties, and of all shades of thought 
in Congress. T he result m ade an even, 
rem arkably frank and graphic sym posium 
of views. T he gentlem en of both parties 
interview ed were, of < ourse, assured th a t 
w hatever they m ight choose to say would 
be printed w ithout change or curtailm ent. 
In every instance they were given the op­ 
portunity to revise th eir expressions, and in 
the m ajority of instances th e interview s 
were dictated w ith care. 
Some of th e 
phrases w ill forthw ith and strongly arrest 
public attention. 
"My opinion of Mr Cleveland w ouldn’tlook 
well in print.” rem arked Mr. Browne of In­ 
diana. who is .vet cd lied as a very near 
riead of Candidate H arrison. 
Representative Charles N. Grosvenor of 
Ohio is a leader in Republican councils. 
He is an arden t partisan, and. as will be 
seen, expresses his views on all subjects 
w ith a freedom th a t know s no fear. “ Mr. 
Cleveland has stam ped his own peisonality 
upon the platform and policy of his party 
to a greater degree th an has any other 
■American w ithin th e past quarter of a 
century. He Is a m an of strong will and 
m ost 
rem arkable 
obstinacy. 
He 
is 
self-reliant and. 
I 
th in k , 
in 
m atters 
of 
party. 
intolerant 
of 
opposition. 
H e is a dangerous m an, because of his 
power over his party. He has forced th a t 
party into a fatally w rong position on the 
tariff, and has done so aga nst th e ju d g ­ 
m ent of four-fifths of the m em bers. He Is 
strong enough to m erge in his own the 
personality of the m en through whom ho 
nets. He is a w onderful w orker—I th in k 
lie works too m uch. He is greater in sm all 
m atters thau in large ones. I th in k he lias 
tried to do th e right thing in m atters 
of 
adm inistrative detail. He has tried 
to 
stand 
un 
against 
the 
w rongful 
dem ands of the bud elem ents which his 
success brought to th e front and has not 
succeeded. 
His greatest error of nolitical 
judgm ent was in supposing th a t the m ug­ 
w um ps were of any value to him after they 
w ere foolish enough to vote for him. Their 
great leader, atter he 
got hom e 
from 
Chicago, was of no more use as a leader. 
Mr. Cleveland is beginning to understand 
this, and will get lid of this incubus upon 
pure Democracy soon. 
"T he President has been valuable to us in 
th a t he bas led th e Dem ocratic party out of 
its roundabout position on th e tariff in 1884 
and brought thorn to th e hard ground of 
substantial free trade in direction and ten ­ 
dency.” 
Representative Perkins of Kansas is one 
of tho bright W estern m em bers, aud is one 
of Mr. Reed’s lieutenants. "As a m an I 
th in k Mr. C leveland has

Columbus, O., Sept. 20.—Judge T hurm an 
received today a delegation of colored D em ­ 
ocrats, who, through W. H. Burbush of 
Arkansas, presented an address expressing 
their thankfulness for favors from 
th e 
D em ocratic party and a belief in th e di­ 
vision of tho colored vote as tor th eir best 
interest, and stating a firm belief in the 
election of Cleveland and T hurm an. Judge 
, T hurm an greeted them w arm ly, and spoke 
i as follow s: 
I 
G e n tle m e n —I am greatly obliged to you 
for this call. and still tnoro for the kind and 
• just sentim ents that have just been read 
here. I know very well th a t I have been de­ 
scribed, and am still described, as an enem y 
• f Hie colored people. 
Thoro never was 
anything more unjust in the world. 
I 
don’t come of a family that is unjust. W hen 
' my fam ily cam e to this S tate my grand­ 
father brought w ith hun all his property. 
which co n ss'ed chiefly of slaves, and lie 


I set them all free. My father never owned a 
| slave; my m otlier never owned a slave; I 
never owned a slave, and would not if I 
, could. 
Now, I m ight alm ost say, I was raised 
am ong colored people. < lite of the moat In­ 
tim ate companions of niv childhood, and 
one whom I took cate of till he died. was a 
boy, a little older than I. who hail been 
given to me by my grandfather, not as a 
slave, but as a playm ate and com panion to 
tak e care of me. If ever one child loved 
another that boy loved m e and I loved him . 
and never were more sincere tears shed 
than I shea over him. 
But w'e cannot expect justice in a political 
; cam paign and I have been denounced a.-, an 
I enem y of the colored race. 
I deny nothing 
I th a t is true, but to ll charge is untrue. 
No 
m an can point to a law th a t I had anything 
to do with the m aking of, or to a decision of 
m ine while on the bench, th at was m ore 
unjust to the colored people than to the 
white, or unjust in any description, and I 
defy any one to show anything to tho con­ 
trary. 
It is true th a t in 1867, before suffrage for 
your people had been adopted, when th e 
question was in Ohio, and in Ohio alone, 
w heter the word "w hite” should be struck 
from the constitut on, I, together w ith iv 
lurge m ajority voted against striking it 
out. Tho reasons wore plainly stated and 
honestly m aintained. It w as not right for 
< Hilo to take such action w hen nearly all the 
other States stood ctherwi.se. 
T hat reason 
I urged against such action, but. from tho 
m om ent the am endm ent to the Federal 
C onstitution was adopted, which gave suf­ 
frage to th e colored people, from th at m o­ 
m ent they becam e citizens, and no m an can 
say I ever treated them otherw ise th an as 
citizens.

T he boavy rains cam e down Hie 
m ountain sides, tilling the enorm ous bar­ 
ranca to the depth of 30 feet w ith a roaring 
flood, carrying w ith it forest treos torn up 
by the routs and hugo boulders washed 
from tho sides of the precipice*.

TO THE FOUR ORDERS 


Shall Go All M atter* in Dispute — Fun 
dam ental Plan of the R ailw ay Men’s 
Great Alliance. 
S r. L ouis. Mo., Sept. 22.—At th e conven­ 
tion of tho Sw itchm en’s M utual Aid Asso­ 
ciation yesterday, th e plan of federation 
betwoen th e engineers, firem en, sw itchm en 
and brakem en, which was received from 
tile firem en’s convention, was discussed all 
tho afternoon. The following outline of it 
was given last night by G rand M aster Mon­ 
ahan: 
"It is,” he said, "proposed by th e firem en 
to ttie sw itchm en and to th e other orders of 
railw ay service th a t w hen local difficulties 
arise aud the local labor bodies cannot con­ 
trol these difficulties, th en the m atters in 
dispute shall be referred to th e four or­ 
ders of the railw ay service, engineers, 
firem en, brakem en and sw itchm en, m ean­ 
ing the local branches of those orders, lf 
they cannot arrango th e differences w ith 
tho railw ay com pany or com panies in the 
service of which tim disagreem ents arise, 
the m atter shall be referred to an arbi­ 
tration board, consisting of 
th e three 
head 
executive 
officers 
of 
the 
various organizations m ay en ter into this 
com pact, and if this hoard cannot satisfac­ 
torily adjust affaire, the m atter will be re­ 
ferred back to the organization w hich re­ 
ported the trouble, w ith th e sanction of the 
arbitrating board to tkke extrem e m easures 
if they so elect, in endeavoring to compel 
tho railw ay corporations to com ply w ith 
their requests. 
And if it should com e to a question of a 
strike, there orders would be bound, in our 
opinion, by all legal and moral laws, to sup­ 
port those who had engaged in such strike. 
These are the features of th e plan pro­ 
posed by the firemen, and I m ay nay they 
m eet w ith general approval by tho sw itch­ 
men. 
G rand Secretary Sim srut caid tho plan 
also contem plates a u n ity of interests with 
all labor organizations. P aiticularly are 
the K nights of Labor and the Order of Rail- 
way Telegraphers invited to m em bership. 
It is tho design, he said, to com bine into tho 
strongest alliance possible, first all depart­ 
m ents of the railw ay service,and afterw ard* 
the other laborer*’ organizations.”

The experim ents here proposed are a con­ 
tinuation of those of previous years, for th e 
study of the influence of certain rations 
upon the m ilk and butter.

The first four periods are but a repettion 
of th e feeding of last winter, which seem ed 
to confirm the now generally conceded 
opinion ti)at a revision of th e G erm an 
standards is necessary for A m erican feeders. 
The trials of the previous w inter go to 
show th at, of the feeds used, cornm eal 
tends to produce the largest flow of m ilk, 
but th a t linseed m eal gave the greatest 
yield of butter, althnugtt the flow of m ilk 
is dim inished. The butter under cornm eal 
feed was in n and waxy, while under Bn. 
seed m eal it was soft and o ly although the 
m elting points are nearly the sam e for both. 
It was found ttiat there was a considerable 
difference in the am ount of ole n n the 
Co butters, and th at the viscosity of the 
tter soaps was very different, which 
seems to shew that food m ay in uenca the 
com position of the butter. We only point 


association w ith d o v er hay. T his opinion 
is based on c nslderable experience. I nnr- 
haps should say th at clover hay furnishes 
tile albnm iuools th a t corn fodder is de­ 
ficient i u : this tim othy does not tip.

could quote fine results of the use of craver 
hay ana corn fodder, w ith tables of n u tritiv e 
ratios used. This I iudge to be uncalled for 
and unnecessary.—[Professor J. W. Sanborn.

T hen there are 
others who are not very particular about 
any m ethod. The first plan is far superior.

The wooden churn had 
b etter stand w th good brine in it than be 
w ashed as m any people do by "boiling” all 
the flutter adhering to the inside of tho 
churn into th e wood, instead of first scour­ 
ing it of! w ith a little w ater and salt and 
th en proceeding to wash.

In 
H olland, where some of th e best b u tter is 
m ade, it is said linseed m eal is not in favor. 
ae th e farm er finds ii produces a soft and 
oily butter, and when fed its ill e eels are 
in a m easure counteracted by adding palm 
n u t cake. which is said to produce th e firm, 
w axv butter so m uch desired. 
A test of butter-m aking by centrifugal 
sepa ation of the c earn is to be m ade, and 
such other observations and experim ents 
m ade as may suggest them selves or be de­ 
sired by the farmers. 
F A TTEN IN G E X P E R IM E N T . 
In this experim ent 
four two-year-old 
anim als, two m ales and tw o fem ales, are to 
be used. The anim als are to he put in sets 
of two*. one of ; ach sex, and the two lots 
to be m ade as nearly u n it rtn as possible. 
as regards weight, eating capacity, etc. 
This e per ineut is a continuation of the 
line of feeding carried out during th e past 
v.inter which confirmed w hat was found 
w ith the cows, that th e G erm an feeding 
standards seem to be too high. A t least we 
did not succeed in indue ng our anim als to 
eat tne am ount tailed for by G erm an 
standards. 
FIR ST E X PE R IM E N T . • 
To determ ine th e digestibility of th e ra ­ 
tions to Im* used iii t e sue. ceding experi­ 
m ents. The m onth of Novem ber is to bo 
devoted to this work. 
SECOND E X P E R IM E N T . 
To on« set of the annuals will be fed a 
fattening ration, in which the carbonace­ 
ous lood p edom nates cornmeal), and to 
the other set a larger proportion ol albu­ 
m in o u s is to be given. Bo far us possible tho 
to.tal weight of dry m atter offered to each 
$et s to lie the same. 
The fattening period is' to begin Dec I , 
and is to close April I. The whole is to lie 
divided into four periods of feeding. As an 
appetizer, ensilage will be fed In the ‘am e 
am ount throughout the en tiie tr a1, and 
hay will be given ad libitum and the grain 
ration will be changed according as seems 
desirable for each p. ro d .

We have found in th is experim ent, as 
show n by Professors Sanborn and Henry, 
th a t w ith young, growing anim als the feed­ 
ing of a nitrogenous food tends to I roduce a 
larger proportion of lean m eat and less fat 
th an is the case when a more carbonaceous 
food is used

w hether w ith m ature anim als such a re­ 
sult can lie secured w ith an economical 
consum ption of 
food, or w hether this 
grow th of lean m eat m ust be m ade before 
m aturity.

iT he full d ata for these experim ents will 
be given in the report for ly es. 


Soiling Cattle. 
Professor Henry of the Wisconsin E xperi­ 
m ent Station, gives the following experi­ 
ence in soiling: 
By soiling in sum m er a certain area of 
land will yield doable the am ount of m ilk 
and butter th a t it will when pastured. The 
large am ount, or rath er great w eight of 
food consumed daily will be a surprise to 
m any who have not carefully weighed 
green food for stock, in the m onth of .lune 
our cows consum ed I Id pounds of first crop 
clover daily each. < »ur results show that, 
for one s> anon at least, just as good results 
can be had from half the land by soiling as 
w hen pasturing. 
The cost of 
the two 
m ethods will not be discussed, as we could 
Institute no comparison th at would he at all 
a- plicable to tho general dairym an from 
this trial Tim tim e of m an and team go:ng 
to and from the field for the clover and corn 
for our three cows w as the same as for a 
large herd. This part of the problem can 
easily be left to the practical dairym an to 
figure out for him self. B ut no m atter how 
or w hat the figures show, let our (Ja r men 
and farm ers wake up to the necessity of 
partial soiling in m idsum m er, when the 
pastures grow short. 
We kept three cows up to July 15 on 2Vs 
a r,res. but at th at date the grass began to, ■ 
fail, and we had to fall back on i.4„ acres 
additional. Had we not done this we would 
have in urea the first pasture^seriously, if 
n ot ruined it, for fall feed (land bad th e cows 
drop off largely in m ilk, here would h a. e 
been a doub e loss, and one of no sm all 
m agnitude. By having had a good area in 
aoli ng crops to fad hack upon we m ight 
h ave partially so led these cows foracouple 
of m onths, and so not needed this I be urre 
lot at ail. W ithout a soiling crop to fall 
back upon. the farm er who stocks his pas­ 
tu re to ils capacity In early sum m er will find 
th e grass cropped too short in m idsum m er 
and a decreased flow of m ilk; if he does not 
stock to tile early sum m er capacity he loses 
by so m uch, as the grass grows long and re­ 
m ains uneaten. Let particular soiling be­ 
com e more common 
in W tsconsin land 
everyw herei. and we can by an increased 
m ilk and butter yield largely m ake up for 
th e lower prices for th e product. He who 
practice# partial soiling for a season, bv the 
results obtained can judge w hether or not 
i t will pay him to ex ten d bis practice. 


Feeding Corn Fodder. 
f Borne tw elve years ago, w hile putting to 
(th e test the G erm an theory of proper nutri- 
j e a t rations, I noted th e g reat value of corn 
fodder when properly fed, and subsequent 
years of experim ent and experience have 
em phasized th e points involved. A ton of 
com fodder m ar be so fed as to give the 
grow th and nearly the economic result of a 
ton of tim othy bay. when fed against the 
tim othy fed alone. This assertion is based 
upon corn fodder cut at the right tim e, 
nicely cured and housed before dam aged by 
continuance in th e field. Clover hay and 
com loader is the m ost economic m ethod of 
feeding kn wu to me. Corn fodder and cot­ 
tonseed m eal. a to 5 pounds of the latter, 
form a continuously growing ration, and. in 
view of the m am m al value of cottonseed 
m eal. a cheap one. My usual w h y of feed­ 
ing corn fodder is to so feed it -that a little 
is given daily all w .nter. A foddering of 
com fi rider. then one of tim othy in the 
m orning, and at n ig h t clover and straw are 
given, ll c over and com fodder were th e 
only loon#, then alternate L eas of each 
w ould be g.v> n. The ai ove ration will keep 
young stoc k grow ing ail winter. For better 
grow th cf o ursa concentrated 
food is 
added, 
containing cottonseed m eal and 
bran in m oderate quantity. 
I secure four fifths, or 80 to 85 per cent., 
of the com fodder eaten when m anaged as 
stated, without cu ttin g it. T he uneaten 
j onion is used for bedding, being cut for 
t ii41 purpose. By us ng the Liou cu tter and 
crusher I have had our heavy W estern corn 
fodder ail eaten up clean even when cut 
low down to th e ground. The above re­ 
marks refer to corn fodder. Of course, fod­ 
der corn will be b etter eaten, especially 
■when no' too coarse. It. however, it is to be 
fed whole. I should prefer to grow the 


one-h&lf pint of sw eet cream ; then add 
salt or not as suits your ta te . 
Place in 
m oulds or bowls, which should be previously 
dipped in cold w ater, and w hen w anted, 
tu rn out and serve 
Made in this way it is 
as m uch superior to th a t which hasbeen 
heated till the album en is tough as a nicely 
boiled epg is to tile hard bo ed one. The 
principle is the sam e w ith both these articles 
of food 
Too g reat heat renders the albu­ 
m en tough, insoluble, unpleasant to the 
taste aud difficult of digestion. 


Pure Water. 
The first consideration should be given to 
th e cows and their supply of w ater. W aler 
is rarely pure enough for the m anufacture 
of th e very best butter and no pond w ater, 
running stream or sw am p ditch is free 
from m yriads of those germ s which feed 
up n decaying organic m atter in it. To ex­ 
am ine a drop of w ater from anyone of these 
sources through a chean and sim ple m icro­ 
scope. would be a revelation to a dairym an 
of surpassing interest and value. I have 
alw ays used well w ater 
in 
my 
dairy, 
although there was a brook of water, sup­ 
posed to be of excellent quality, and sev­ 
e r s 1 springs flowing into it. B ut in the 
sum m er th e springs and the stream would 
be ti leil with the brownish-green confer­ 
void growths, and covered with green scum, 
aud a drop of w ater viewed under a m icro­ 
scope would appear like a whole circus of 
strangely shaped beasts ann tapew orm 
like creatures closely crowded together. 
Kent at HO for 24 hours, tho w ater became 
turbid ami putrid, and the m ilk of a cow 
supplied w ith this Water would be found 
filled w ith the sam e organism s, and in 12 
hours has of rcn become ropy aud acid, and 
wholly unfit for m aking nutter. T his is the 
precise condition of m ilk which n akes the 
m ost frequent trouble w ith churning in the 
sum m er, and causes th e cream to J os in or 
th e butter to refuse to come. The effect of 
this bad w ater is to cause an excess of albu­ 
men in the rn.Ik. I have found as m uch as 
2Vb per cent. of it in m ilk where its pres­ 
ence would not be suspected, except by an 
expert, and from the large quantity of soft, 
w hite specks in the butterm ilk, and the ex­ 
trem e viscosity, alm ost ropiness, of the 
m ilk.—[Country G entlem an. 


Effects of Bad Water. 
Professor I.aw 
of Cornell 
U niversity 
caused some cows to drink for several days 
from a stagnant pool of w ater th a t existed 
in a swale, and, having exam ined th e m ilk, 
found it full of living organism s. Then the 
w ater from th e pool was exam ined, and the 
sam e living creatures were found. Then 
th e cows were exam ined, and they were 
found to be in a feverish condition, the re­ 
sult of their blood being charged w ith these 
m inute organism s. Then some pure m ilk 
was taken, and some of this pond w ater put 
w ith it, and these sam e creatures m ultipl ed 
w ithin a few hours so as to take full pimses- 
sion of the milk. A fter this test no one can 
dispute th at living organism s m ay he intro- 
duced nto m ilk by the use of im proper food 
aud drink. It also shows th at there is a 
close relation between good, pure w ater and 
line, good, keeping product. 


TH E COW. 


The Care ef the Cow and th o’ Calf— 
Rem edies for the Oarstet. 
T here is nothing m ore im portant in the 
way of perfecting the dairy herd than th at 
of getting th e cows into good habits. Ju st 
as good habits ure the governing principle 
of the growing child, so it is w ith the com­ 
ing cow. Bile is the pure creature of habit, 
and this tra it should be cultivated and 
trained. T he character of th e cow seem s 
to partake strongly of her surroundings, 
aud this is governed by th e n ature of the 
m an who directs the farm . If he is careless 
and ignorant, th e cow is certain to be 
equally careless and ignorant, and if he is 
pushing, energetic and so ahead in his style 
of business th e cow will respond to these 
sentim ents. By sim ply looking at th e farm 
you can usually tell th e style of anim al you 
w ill find on th e farm . 
From this we learn th a t the m an’s m ind 
is the starting po n t from w hich all good or 
evil flows throughout th e whole working of 
tile farm aud the anim als on it. Ju st as he 
w illsitso it will be. and there is no escaping 
this conclusion, no m atter how m uch be may 
lay the responsibility to luck, the w eather 
or the moon. Lay the blam e for w hat goes 
wrong to your own head, and nine tim es out 
of IO you will have reached the origin of all 
your troubles. Teach your cows th a t they 
have certain duties to pcr'orm at certain 
hours of tile day. and it is wonderful how 
prom ptly they will respond to your reason­ 
able requirem ents. But this m ust be done 
With religious regularity not only in m at­ 
ters of im portance, but t articularly in those 
points of apparent sm all necessity. Cows 
should not only be fed and m ilked at regu­ 
lar hours, but they should be m ade to al­ 
ii ays occupy th e sam e stalls, and be m ilked 
in the same order. These little things go a 
great way in fixing her chara' ter. and often 
settle the point of profit or loss in the year's 
worg. 
Teaching calves to drink is Rn a rt th a t 
some m en have great trouble in learning. 
A t tho same tim e it is easy enough, if you 
only go aliout it in th e right way. 
T here is 
a great difference in the capacity of calves 
for learning to take their f< od in this way, 
just as it is w ith children, bu t a little pa­ 
tience and persistence will euro the m ost 
obstinate cases. In the first place the calf 
m ust be m ade actually hungry, so as to 
shat pen its wits and m akoit know just w hat 
it wants. Now back it into a corner, and 
hold it firm w th one arm around the neck. 
Bush its head into the pail of warm m ilk, 
and put a finger in its m outh, 
borne say 
the finger should enter over the under lip. 
If the calf b ai not been unduly excited it 
will begin to suck the finger, which should 
be gradually w ithdraw n, but held ready to 
enter the m outh again w hen the calf stops 
drinking. 
Two or three lessons will cure th e most 
stupid calf, and right here let us give th e 
w arning th at calves m ust not be fed skim 
m ilk when too young, or cold m ilk at any 
rime. if you do not w ant to kill them . Even 
tin ugh they survive for a few weeks, you 
are laying th e foundation for future disease 
if you do not respect this warning. Til© 
young stom ach cannot handle cold milk, 
while skim m ilk does not contam sufficient 
fat, and especially beating quality enough 
to m eet the absolute requirem ents of the 


m ilk, are very easily disturbed by any cir­ 
cum stance which m ay affect tile circulation 
in these very sensitive organs, and an in­ 
flam m atory condition is easily induced. 
H ot w eather w ith sudden storm s produces 
precisely the very worst condition of the 
w eatner for th e healthful exercise of these 
functions upon which the secretion of m ilk 
depends; hem e a t this season more than 
usual care is needed to preserve tile cows 
from this com m on disorder of the m ilk 
glands w hich is usually know n as "caked 
bag.’ inflam ed udder or garget, and term ed 
niam m ltis by th e veterinarians. 
The udder of a cow is in t a sim ple bag or 
reservoir to hold the m ilk, as some suppose, 
but a mass of exceedingly .m d and com pli­ 
cated glands, each of wi ich is supplied 
w ith blood for its nutrition and grow th bv 
the very fine arterial capillary essels which 
connect w ith the sam e sort of vessels th a t 
flow into tile veins. These capillary vessels 
are so fin 
and so num erous th at a needle 
cannet prick the skin or any part of tho 
tissues w ithout w ounding some of them . 
Thov form an intricate netw ork betw en 
the fin st arterial blood vessels and those of 
the veins, aud the purified blood flowing 
through the arteries parses through these 
fine (ap Maries, reaching every fibre and 
gland of the tissues, and giving up to them 
new m atter and substance for repair and 
new 
growth. 
The 
blood, 
thus 
u n ­ 
loaded of its 
fresh 
nutritious 
m atter, 
takes 
up 
a 
load 
of 
worn-out w aste 
m atter and carries it into the te ns, from 
w hich it is rem oved by the various excre­ 
tory organs, tho lungs, kidneys and skin 
chiefly. So long as all th is goes on h ealth ­ 
fully tile m ilk g ands receive their share of 
this supply of now m atter which is used in 
the I lunation of glandular substance w ith 
the fatty granules which form the nuclei of 
the ultim ate lobules of which the glands 
consist. These lobules are very m uch like 
wrap s in a bunch upon a stem . and these 
bunches form th e glands, which are g ath ­ 
ered into larger masse# inst as the leaves 
of a bush are gathered upon the twigs, these 
upon the sm all branches, these again upon 
the larger ones, and these upon the stem. 
These twigs, branches and stem s represent 
the ducts through which the m ilk secreted 
by the breaking down of th e lobules t ows 
into the larger ducts and reservoirs of the 
udder. 
In fact.the w holecirculatory system of the 
udder may be repiesented by two trees or 
bushes o lieu together by the finest extrem ­ 
ities at the ends of the branches so th at the 
sap which flows through one tru n k m ay pass 
through the limbs, branches aud twigs of 
one tree into the I wigs b aitches and lim bs 
of tim other tru n k 
These tri es and branch­ 
es w ll represent tile circulatory system of 
arter es, capillaries and veins of the u der, 
and the leaves would 
represent in some 
m anner the lobules of the glandular system 
of the udder, which 
ure 
nourished 
by 
the blood represented by the san of the 
tree). Now this being the condition of 
things, and the circulation being very active 
to sui ply the rapid secretion of m ilk, equal 
to from 20 to -to pounds daily, if any u n ­ 
tow ard accident should hnpp-n by which 
the circulation was increased beyond the 
power of the glands 
to 
dis1 ose of it, 
there would lie an im m ediate engor e- 
iiieut ol the line capillary vessels and the 
glands which they supply; th e glandular 
substance would be red, inflamed, hot, hard 
ami extrem ely painful. The secretion of 
m ilk would be stopped by th engorgem ent 
of the finest m ilk ducts, w'hieh would be 
clogged by the excessive breaking down of 
Hie lobules under the excitem ent of tile in­ 
creased 
circulation. 
T he samo 
results 
would happen under any circum stances, 
w hich would disturb tho regular ai tion of 
the m ilk-producing glands. This disorder 
would produce the condition known as 
garget. Ti e udder would ho hard and hot, 
and painful to the touch. The m ilk secre­ 
tion w ould stop. The increased heat woul d 
cause th e album en of the m ilk to coagulate, 
and the m ilk would become clotty or ropy; 
possibly the mi k would become acid, and 
the caseine would form curd, which would 
clog the ducts and reservoirs of the udder 
and produce,very rn sclfievo ’« results. 
This disease is one th a t should be very 
carefully guarded against at this tim e. It 
is produced by overfeeding of meal, by 
drinking cold w ater w hen thecow is heated, 
bv a sudden chill caused by a cold rain or 
hailstorm on a hot day, by too active exer­ 
cise, b the cow lying upon stones or in a 
pool of mud. by neglect of m ilking at reg­ 
ular periods, by blow’s or I rttises upon the 
udder, by cows jum ping fences, or atty oc­ 
currence which would disturb the no m al 
action of the functions above described, 
and on account of its dangerous nature it 
should be prevented by a system atic m an­ 
agem ent in which these accidents (?) can­ 
not happen. W hen it does happen the first 
tiling to be done is to arrest the excited cir­ 
culation by giving a copious dose of cooling 
saline purgative, as two pounds of Epsom 
salts dissolved in thin linseed tea. This 
will rem ove the fever and relieve the ten­ 
sion upon the udder 
The congested udder 
should be fom ented w ith hot water, w ith 
gentle rubbing by m eans of a sponge or a 
soft woollen cloth. The rubbing should be 
really a gentle kneading of the udder, 
which, w ith th e heat, would cause absorp­ 
tion of the excess of broken-down glandular 
substance aud tho 
freeing of the over­ 
charged ducts. A solution of bicarbonate 
of soda in hot w ater 180") should be injected 
into the teats to dissolve the thickened 
m ilk, and the m ilk draw n frequently and 
patiently, but very gently, w ith considera­ 
tion for the painful condition of the glands. 
A fter each ferm entation, repeated hourly 
iii bad cases, the udder should be well 
rubbed w ith th e hand, and cam phorated 
soap Un m ent be applied, the kneading 
action being repeated. If this course is not 
taken th e udder m ight suppurate and a 
part of it be lost bv s ough n % away.—[Henry 
Stew art, in New York l imes.

T here is no reason for any distinction hol­ 
ing m ade betw een the fancier and the 
farm er. The only difference is th a t the 
fancier keeps pure-bred fowls and gives 
them close attention, and breeds them 
strictly to a standard of points in order to 
preserve tile purity of the breed, w hile th e 
farm er, who is usually busy w ith his crops 
and larger stock, depends more upon cross­ 
breeding. It is a m istake, however, to at­ 
tem pt to keep poultry w ithout depending 
on tile purity of the breed. Breeding w ith 
a know ledge of w hat you desire m eans to 
u ndertake the w ork in a system atic m an­ 
ner. The fancier could not exist w ithout 
the aid of th e farm er, and tho stock of the 
farm er would soon degenerate into the 
m ost worthless scrubs but for the careful 
m anagem ent of the fancier. But poultry 
on the farm should alw ays be bred from 
pure-bred males. By : o doing a value of at 
least 30 per cent, is added to the quality, 
w hile the production of eggs is increased. 
Due m ale, costing but a sm all sum . will pre­ 
vent the deterioration of stock, and there is 
no im provem ent th a t can lie effected so 
cheaply as upon th e flocks of poultry. 
W hether pure-bred or grades, th e chickens, 
ducks, geese and turkeys on the farm m ake 
a m arked com parison w .th those hied w ith­ 
out regard to m erit, aud every farm er 
should aim to im prove. —[M anchester Mir 
ror.

Sell the Unprofitable Ones. 
Old liens, two years old and past, and all 
th a t are not desirable to keep over for 
breeders, or for laying stock next season, 
should be sent to m arket before they begin 
to grow new feather!;. Hen# do not usually 
lay m uch w hile m olting, and if in ordinary 
good condition, as m ost old fowls on the 
farm are at th is tim e of year, it will brin 
nearly or quite as m uch as they would i 
kept until late in the fail. Even if you do 
not get as m uch now as you would then, 
bear in m ind th at by selling now you save 
the feed for the two or three m onths w hile 
they are putting off their old feathers and 
growing new ones. Of course, this advice 
does not apply to farm ers who are so far 
lrom m arket th at poultry c an hardly be sold 
at anv price, except for a while in the la*© 
fall. On such farm s w here th e poultry have 
free range, they will pick up most, if no t 
all, of their living through warm w eather, 
and be in fine condition to fatten rapidly 
later in the fall. 
And there are alw ays 
some h e n s-w e have had a good m any of 
th em —th a t will do fairly well, more th an 
enough to pay their way, right through 
m olting tim e 
Of course, It won’t pay to 
sell such hens.—(Fannie Field, in P rairie 
Farm er.

TH E TOMATO. 


T im ely Hint# on Tom ato Culture. 
In experim ents in training tom atoes con 
ducted last year at the farm of the Michi 
gan A gricultural College, the m ethod th a t 
yave greatest satisfaction consisted of a 
sim ple rack th a t was continuous through­ 
out tile row. About every six or eight feet 
a stout stake was driven on either side of 
Hie row. and 15 inch s from the plant, the 
stakes w hen firmly driven standing some­ 
thing over a foot high. 
A strip of old 
boards was nailed near the tops of th e 
posts along either side of the row. T hen 
edgings were tacked across from one side to 
the other, four about each plant and a foot 
apart. 
T he plant now found itself grow 
ing up between horizontal edgings, and 
as it began to lop the rack held it above the 
ground. Upon this sim ple rack the tom atoes 
needed no tying nor training, and spread 
them selves freely to the sunlight. T he cir­ 
culation of the air under the racks was so 
free th a t there was no unusual danger from 
rot. This is decidedly the best rack tried. 
It vws noticed also th a t the fruit ripened 
more uniform ly here than on the plants 
which were tied to stakes. On the sam e 
grounds some observat.ous were m ade in 
tom ato rot which m akes its first appear­ 
ance as a slight, spotty discoloration about 
the apex of tho tom ato gradua.ly ex ten d ­ 
ing aud becom ing darker, until the whole 
top of th e fruit sinks in. This disease a t­ 
tacks the fru it a t any tim e after it is a third 


or a quarter grown. Tom ato rot Is of a fun­ 
gus origin 
A bundant use of stable m anure 
appears to augm ent the disease.—lE x.

The M oney—The B o c k The Broom 
Corn—T anning—Far to tor Farmer#. 
E xtracted honey is com ing rapidly Into 
general favor. The fear of adulteration has 
been th e great obstacle in its sule. but this 
is now largely dispelled, and people are 
taking hold of the article w ith m ore con­ 
fidence. It is only necessary for consum ers 
to consider a m om ent to convince th em ­ 
selves th a t at the present prices for which 
extracted honey is sold it would bo impos­ 
sible to produce anv substitute th a t would 
cost less. In earlier time#, w hen honey 
would tiring from 25 to UG cents per pound, 
there was an inducem ent to a d u lte ra te ; but 
w hen honey brings only lo or 12 cents iris 
tm ossib e to substitute any article w ith a 
■salable appearance except a t a cost th at 
would not exceed the price. E very beo- 
keei er well knows th a t adulteration is a 
death-blow to his own industry, and when 
adulteration was common, it was doubtless 
safe to lay the blam 
upon th e m iddlem en 
and not on the pioducer. 
It has been asserted that adulteration is 
j brought about by rite bee-keeper feeding 
1 sugar and sy: up to the bees. This is impos­ 
sible. for the reason that sugar and syrup 
feeding will never produce honey. It will 
simply he sttgar-syrup stored in the combs, 
aud will not i e changed in flavor. T he fact 
th at bee-keepers feed sugar to th eir bees 
I creates m isapprehension am ong th e nexpo 
'rim m ed. It is of the utm ost im portance at 
I certain seasons of the year to feed bees. out 


j it 1s only to m a in tin life, or t > stim ulate 
brood-rearing, aud is done late in the fail 
and early in the spring. The cost of feed 
j brings this t > an end as soon as th e colony 
I is in a fair condition. This feed is all con 
Slimed in the brood nest, and not a pa tid e 
of ,t ever reaches the surplus boxes. 
W hen 
honey is abundant iii the flowers, and the 
bees have acce s to it. they cannot be.led 
away by any cheap sugars or syrups. It 
would be folly to furnish food a t a high 
rate, w hen lioney-producing t ow ers are 
supplying the real nectar in excessive quan­ 
tities. 
Many have tho im pression th at 
com b hot ey is th e only safe honey to pur­ 
chase. and th at it cannot ne adulterated, as 
can the extracted. This is a m istaken idea; 
one can be adulter;! ed as easily as tin* 
other, and the tem ptations ate in ftv o ro f 
tim comb honey on account of its higher 
prioe. 
E xtracted honey can be secured iii greater 
q u a n tise 
than comb honey under the 
same conditions, and at a m uch less cost. 
The saving of comb is ouiti* an item , for to 
produce wax involves the consum ption of 
large quantities oi honey. It has been es­ 
tim ated th at 20 pounds of honey are sacri­ 
ficed in producing one pound of wax or 
comb. Tile pure extracted honey is m ore 
healthy than o< mb, on account of the indi 
gestible qualities of wax. The convell ence 
of handling extracted honey, and th e esse 
w ith which It can be Kept any length of 
tim e in good condition are greatly in its 
favor. The granulation of extracted honey 
has heretofore interfered w ith its sale and 
use, but it is now pretty well understood 
th at all pure honey will granulate, and in 
this condition ir is preferred by m any to the 
liquid form. In extracting, the different 
varieties of honey produced from different 
blossoms can be kept separate and the en­ 
tire crop graded, 
Here is another point 
th a t create-i suspicion in tim m inds of con­ 
sum ers. In e trai ted boney there are m any 
varieties. Most, people th nk there is but 
one kind of honey, and when they see two 
different colors they conclude one of them 
is not right 
It is impossible to enum erate 
the different varieties. < avors and shades 
of honey, hut we m ay safely say th a t rn any 
one locality there m aybe 20 different kinds, 
at least as m any as we have different gen­ 
era of flowers. All honey, when tak^n from 
tho hives should be sri red away high and 
dry in buildings. Never use a cellar nor 
any dam p place for this purpose. Damp- 
iiessw ill spoil honey, hut heat never will. 
—[Scientific Am erican. 


Coat of Digging Rock. 
I In a paper presented by Roger Bigly to 
the W estern Pennsylvania Mining Insti­ 
tute are given the following estimates of 
the cost of excavating and handling rock. 
The average weight of a cubic yard of sand­ 
stone or conglomerate in place is 1.8 tons, 
and of compact granite, gneiss, limestone or 
marble, two tons, or an average of Id) tons, 
or 4250 pounds. A cubic yard when broken 
up ready for removal increases about l'our- 
fifths in bulk. and one-fourteenth of a cubic 
yard, or 177 pounds, is a wheelbarrow load. 
Experience shows that with wages a t $1 a 
day of IO horns 45 cents per cubic yard is a 
sufficient allowance for loosening hard 
rock. Soft shales and allied rocks mav be 
loosened by nick and plough at a cost of 
20 to 30 cents 
per cubic yard. 
T he 
quarrying 
of 
ordinary hard 
rock re 
quires’ from one-quarter to one-tliird of a 
pound, and sometimes one-half pound of 
powder per cubic yard. Drilling with a 
churn driller costs from 12 to t8 cents per 
font of hole bored. llnoo these data Mr. 
Rigiy estimates the total cost per cubic 
yard in p ace for loosening and removing 
by wheelbarrow (labor assumed at SI per 
day ox IO hours) as follows; When distance 
removed is 25 feet, $0,549; when IOO feet, 
$0 573; when 200 feet. $0.022; when ROO 
feet, $0,768; when tOOO feet, $1.01; when 
1800 feet. $1,401. In hauling by cart, and 
assuming 851 pounds as a cartload, the cost 
will be per cubic yard when removed 25 
feet, $0; when 50 feet, 80.509; when IOO 
feet, 80,605; when 200 feet, $0,617; when 
5 0 i feet. 80655; when 1000 feet, $0717, 
and when 1800 feet, $0.95. 


R a isin g ’Broom Corn. 
A bunch of broom corn hangs in one of 
th e trout windows of th e S tandard count­ 
ing-rooms, from J. W. S aunder’s farm , three 
m iles south of Mayfield. It is from a field 
of 40 acres of early planted broom corn, and 
in a conversation w ith Mr. Saunders a 
Standard m an learned m uch concerning 
the valuable plant. Mr. Saunders has ho 
acres th s season. 40 of > arly and 40 of late 
p anted. The latter was put in on w heat 
ground, from which a crop has been raised 
this vear, aud will be p u t in w heat again 
tiffs fall, after the broom com is off, thus 
m aking two crops in a season. 
At our re­ 
quest Mr. Saunders m ade out an item ized 
list of the expense th at the 40 acres of early 
planted corn has been to him . It is as fol­ 
lows:

The cutting, which w ill be begun this 
week, will cost $1.75 per acre. raising tho 
cost of production to $3.75. 
A gentlem an who has bad considerable ex­ 
perience w ith broom corn estim ates the yield 
from this field at boo pounds per acre. T h e 
oust of m arketing will average $ I per ton, 
or 4 5 cents per acre. We now have the total 
cost of raising and m arketing POO pounds of 
broom corn, or one acre, as $4.20. 
In th e St. Louis m arket, broom corn is 
quoted a t from *60 to *100 per ton. so yon 
see if Mr. Saunders receives an average 
price, say $8o per top, th e profit will be 
nearly $25 per acre. 
Broom corn is em phatically a dry w eather 
crop. 
It never sri’ps grow ing during a 
drought, retaining its greenness as long as 
if it rained every day. 
The corn will be 
ready for gathering in 80 days after germ i­ 
nation. 
The Standard would bo pleased to see 
m ore broom corn raised in Sum ner county. 
It is one of the crops th a t will bring E ast­ 
ern m oney in return, and is m uch more 
profitable than either corn, w heat or oats.

Tannin*. 
Tile art of tanning is a very ancient one. 
It is rath er singular th a t m ankind should 
have discovered the peculiar action of the 
constituents of bark upon the skin of ani­ 
m als at so early a period, aud it is hard to 
guess w hat fortunate accident first showed 
the superiority of leather over the natural 
hide. 
T he change of raw hide into leather is 
both a physical and a chem ical one. The 
tannin, or tannic acid, w hich is present in 
the bark of certain trees, unites chem ically 
w ith th e gelatine in the skin, form ing a 
tough, insoluble com pound. A decoction 
of nutgalls t oured into a solution of gela­ 
tine in warm w ater will give an abundant 
precipitate of this substance. 
A sim ilar compound is form ed w hen m ilk 
is poured into a cup of tea, the tannin pres­ 
ent in the im usiou uniting w ith ceuain ni­ 
trogenous constituents of the m ilk. This 
change in the chem ical n ature of the gela­ 
tine of th e raw hide also change* the physi­ 
cal character, renders it soft and pliable, 
and prevents the fibres from agglutinating 
together. 
The hides undergo several preparatory 
processes bofore they are ready to be tanned. 
They are first soaked tor several days in 
w ater containing some carbolic acid to 
render them soft, w hile the acid prevents 
putrefaction in the subsequent processes. 
They are ue.vt placed in vats filled with a 
m ixture of slaked limo and w ater. This 
rem oves 
the fat and loosens the hair, 
w hich is afterw ards shaved off w ith a blunt 
knife. To do this w ith greater ease, the 
hides are placed upon a cylindrical niece of 
wood inclined at an angle tow ards the 
w orkm an, and called the "tan n er’s wooden 
lear. 
I t occupies th e sam e position, and at 
a little distance resem bles an artificial leg 
held out before him by th e tanner. 
A fter carefully rem oving the hair, flesh, 
and superfluous portions of the hides, they 
are placed in w hat is know n as the "sour- 
b ath .” This varies in com position, but is 
essentially a liquid w hich has ferm ented or 
souled, and become charged w ith weak 
acid. E uropean tanners use for this pur­ 
pose a liquid m ade by boiling w aste m alt, 
bran, etc., in water. This bath rem oves the 
lime, and causes the hides to swell. 
Tim bark of the oak tree is preferred for 


tanning purposes, but th a t of the hem lock 
is cheaper, mid is extensively used. 
The 
leaves and stbins of th e sum ach tree are 
also used. 
The ta rn in g takes place in large tanks or 
vats sunk into the ground. The hides are 
placed in them along w ith chips of ground 
bark, and the vats filled w ith an extract 
m ade bv boiling the ground bark in water. 
Here they rem ain Tor several weeks or 
m onths, the bark and extract being re­ 
newed from tim e to tim e. Form erly a year 
or more was allowed for the conversion of 
the hides into leather, but at present a m uch 
shorter tim e is considered sufficient, al­ 
though the quality of the ie (titer is ap­ 
parently the worse for the enhanced speed 
of the process. A fter the tanning process is 
com plete, the leather is taken from the 
vats, washed and dr ed. aud is ready for the 
oiling and dres m g of the currier. 
There are other m ethods of 
tanning, 
which are used for the lighter and finer 
kinds of leather, although the chem ical 
change is quite different from th at produced 
by tannic acid. Chief am ong these is the 
process of "taw ng.” in which alum is used. 
th e salts of alum inium seem to unite w ith 
the fibres of the skin, form ing a leather 
closely resem bling th at produced by the 
older m etho I. H des < an also be converted 
into leather by thoroughly saturating them 
w ith oil. A part of the oil combfnes directly 
w ith the skin. w hile the excess is after­ 
wards removed. W ash leather, or "cham ois 
skin.” s prepared ut this n n n n er. Tho 
peculiar odor of Russia leather is due to an 
oil distilled from birch wood w ith whit h 
the ieatiier is treated after being tanned 
w ith bark in tile usual way. 
Recipes for quickly m ulling the skins of 
sm all anim als are often offered for sale by 
podlers and peripatetic a venturers. They 
are usually sim ply l ariat ous of the alum 
process, or else some worthless m ixture pf 
acids which tem porarily lenders the skin 
soft, only to subsequently cause its com plete 
destruction.—[Popular Science M onthly. 


Green M anuring. 
Of course in green m anuring we don’t add 
m ineral m atter, we add atm ospheric plant 
food. 
The legum inous plants, of which 
clover is the lead ng one. take m ore from 
tho atm osphere th an rye aud barley and 
others. 
Then, again, these plants have 
large roots; 
they 
extend 
far into the 
g ro u n d ; they carry the plant food from the 
lower part of the soil where tho plants iiave 
their growth. It is a substitute for sub-oil 
ploughing. They reach tw o or three or lour 
feel below ihe surface, aud bring m atter to 
the su rface; thus they furnish food for the 
plants th at succeed them . I lie plant food 
needs t » bo brought, w here it w .ll do tile 
most good. The root is an im portant part 
of plants. Rye has a spreading root. w hile 
w heat has act m nact loot; the roots ate not 
capable of going around for food, therefore 
rye may succeed and barley succeed, while 
wheat fails. For every tw o or th ted years 
there should be a crop of th at kind, and 
t.iere should be trial cultivation w ith them . 
Stirring the ground up from tim e to tim e 
bleaks up the we ds and does m ore for the 
cie,.nine up of crops.—[Dr. Goose in an before 
the New' E ngland A gricultural Society. 


W hat Farmers Should Treasure. 
Fresh, pure cider s a wholesome and de­ 
light ii. drink, bu t [here is very little made 
tim! is vure aud free from th e ta in t of rot 
and filth. To m ake cider fit to he used as a 
beverage, all unsound apples should be ic ­ 
ic le d , and, if dirty, they should be washed 
clean, it ,s a sin to crush pure, fresh apple# 
with m ud and filth. The freshly exi ressed 
juice should i e fi.tered, to free it from solid 
m atter. 
Clean casks 
are indispensable. 
Fum igate them w ith sulphur. Cask* that 
have contained spirits are the host. P ut a 
faucet in the cask. F ill it full of the filtered 
mice and put into a cool c ellar. 
But the 
bung in place, bu t have a sm all opening to 
allow the gas of ferm entation to escape. 
Before ferm entation 
as entirely teased 
close it up tight, and it ave the cask un­ 
touched as long as desired—the longer the 
better. W hen draw ing from the faucet, ad­ 
m it air through tile sm all hole on top if 
nee * ssary, To keep cider through the win­ 
ter in an unferm ented state, add one pound 
of whole m ustard seed to tile barrel, or to 
one quart of new u ilk add half a pint of 
ground black m ustard seed and six eggs; 
heat together thoroughly and put into the 
barrel. It will keep it sw eet a year or more. 
The w atchful orchardist or ow ner of a 
home garden will cut off and burn the first 
evidences of black knot in the plum , cherry 
or quince trees. This fungus, if allowed to 
gel a foothold, m ay in a little w hile ruin all 
the trees subject to th e disease. W ild cherry 
trees growing by the roadside are liable to 
propagate black knot and keep a whole 
neighborhood full of spores readv to take 
root in the twigs of the m ore valuable trees 
of the garden. T here is no rem edy know n 
for black knot except cutting and burning, 
and the earlier tho w ork is b' gun tile less 
there will be to do. Setting a tree is only 
one step towards getting good fruit. Con­ 
stant w atchfulness is the price of satisfac­ 
tory returns. 
Fall ploughing has m any advantages. It 
leaves the ground Ic Oso during winter, and 
great num bers of worm s and grui 8 are de­ 
stroyed bv freezing. Ploughed ground soon 
becom es dry and loamy in soring, and is 
ready for sow ing in good season. The best 
advantage, however, is th a t farm ers have 
m ore tim e for ploughing in fall than iii 
spring, and Biose who do their ploughing 
in fall can get their crops in on tim e next 
spring. 
Those farm ers who have an evaporator 
and a large crop of sound but unm arket­ 
able apples, will stand a good chance of re­ 
ceiving lair returns for their crop. Choice, 
neatly packed evaporated fruit is about as 
reliable a farm product as eau be m ade, and 
this year th e ' rice ber pound will undoubt­ 
edly be higher than usual. F arm fruit 
evaporators ought to be considered as m uch 
a necessity to farm ers as fanning m ills and 
corn-shellers. 
A reader asks us how to keep grapes. 
They can lie kept up to the first of January, 
and even luter by placing perfect clusters 
in shallow slat boxes or baskets, on shelves 
in tho upper part of the cellar. The cellar 
m ust be dry as well as cool, Do not pile the 
grapes too thickly. The air should be al­ 
low od 
to 
circulate 
freely am ong 
the 
bundies. 
They will not keep long in a 
clamp cellar, neither should the air be too 
dry ; in th a t case the bunches will shrivel. 
T here is but little clanger of thotem nera- 
ture becom ing too cold before January. 
Catawbas, Isabellas and other thick skinned 
varieties keep better than Concords. 
Colonel C urtis advises farm ers to cover 
their farm s w ith cows and feed them , even 
w hile at pasture, w ith cheap feed brought 
from the West. T he more cows, he says. 
an I tho hotter teed tile more incom e from a 
less num ber of acres. 
Bick out some of tho best specim ens of 
your crops aud flocks to take to one or two 
of your 
nearest 
fairs the com ing fall. 
Farm ers are som etim es a little apt to be 
conceited, and nothin ; takes out this con­ 
ceit, if it exists, so effectually as com paring 
one s products w ith those of another. 
Tho advantage of deep planting has been 
shown this year by the rich, healthy color 
wlii Ii th e potatoes m aintained during a 
protracted 
drouth. 
I think 
th a t 
deep 
ploughing is beneficial also in th e same 
way. By m eans of botli deep planting and 
deep ploughing tho roots reach a Jower 
point th an they would under the opposite 
circum stances, 
Besides, nature’s way of 
w atering plants from below, by m eans of 
capillary attraction, is more effectuilly 
secured. The ravages of Colorado beetles 
am ong 
our 
potatoes 
were very m uch 
lessened by hand-picking. 
It r e -litres no 
more tim e than t > apply poison later in the 
season, and the danger and expense of the 
latter are avoided. 
The beetles can bo 
gathered nearly as fast as huckleberries, 
and a pailful pf them is a sight as beautiful 
as one of huckleberries, if not so appetizing. 
N ever lose sigh., of the fact, says the 
Am erican Dairym an, th at ti a a l! im; ortant 
point in m aking good butter lies iii working 
it properly. Ail other condition* are s.m ply 
tributary to this. 
One wise m an says he 
can take m elted butter, and by properly 
hardening it he can work it into a tine 
grain once more. Thic is a bold statem ent, 
and yet it may be possible, and shows how 
skilful one m ay become in this line of 
dairying, lf we wish to test the butter-m ak­ 
ing capacity of an applicant for an im por­ 
tan t position, we wou.d be satisfied to watch 
his work on Hie butter w orker and p u tt ne 
tim butter in the uh, then put the tier to it, 
atnl note the grain. 
This would tell the 
whole tale, so far as his skill was concerned. 
We therefore advise those who w ish to be­ 
come proficient in this a rt to m ake a close 
study of producing a correct grain, for w ith­ 
out this know ledge your study and labor 
will be all throw n away. 
Breed for good m utton first and for wool 
second, and you can sm ile serenely at the 
antics of the tariff reform ers. 
T here are about 60,000,000 sheep in the

States 
against

Europe. A ustralia and New Zealand have 
76.000,000 sheep. 
Tho ram season approaches and it be­ 
hooves those w ho would breed to the hest 
and thus m ake the m ost of what. they 
have, to be looking about them w ith a view 
to getting one to im prove their Hocks. 
To harvest pole beans have a two-inch 
bole in a plank, and fasten it above a tight 
box or wagon body, and run tile poie# 
through it. T his w ill clear off all the vines. 
The way to build un toe sheep industry is 
to weed out the flocks, go for greater capac­ 
ity for m utton and increase in the individual 
and put a sm all flock on every farm w here 
they will pay, even if wool is lower th an the 
farm er thinks profitable. 
Sheen in some respects are very tender, 
delicate anim als. They can bear a great 
deal of cold, but they cannot bear wet, 
either under foot or on their backs; and if 
a flockm aster attem pts ta w inter his sheep 
w ithout shelter enough to keep them dry. 
though it m ay not he enough to furnish 
m uch w arm th, he will not get a good fleece. 
W hen cider is cooled to — 18'-’ to — 20 . a 
portion of the liquid soon solidifies, and the 
tem perature rises to — 3 to — 4"’. The por­ 
tion still liquid has a higher specific gravity 
than the original cider. The solidified por­ 
tion m elts to an alm ost colorless liquid, 
having a specific gravity of 1.0, and con­ 
taining only 0.3 per cent, of alcohol.

T h at llttlc^purl or tendril a t the base of the 
stem being dry is not always a sure sign 
th a t the melon is ripe. W ith the variety 
tiiat I am acquit nted w ith I can tell by 
snapping them w ith my in ddle finger, but 
on a strange variety I cannot be guided by 
this. Some have a hard shell, and sound 
when ripe like others when quite green yet. 
W hile a ripe melon is a luxury, an unripe 
one is worthless, although w hen boys can 
steal one they will eat it if only half grown. 
Cantaloupes tell for them selves when ripe, 
as they tu rn yellow and gum oozes out 
around the stem. From present appear­ 
ances m y melons started on sods in hotbed 
will beat the outdoor seed planting two 
weeks a t least.

Fred M iller cl Missoula, Mont., has lost 
the use of his whole rigtit side and his 
tongue, from whiskey drinking. 
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W a s h in g t o n ,Sept. 18.—Once when In ter­ 
state Com m erce Com m issioner W illiam II. 
Morrison, w hile 'Irv in g bis last term iii 
Congress, was talking about bis financial 
affairs, he sa!d th at he had draw n $70,000 
in congressional salary, nnd yet he could 
not account for w here it had all gone. A 
friend said to him , "But you have been 
boarding a t th o 
H otel.” "Yes,' said 
M orrison, w ith a sudden inspiration, “and I 
have paid them $50,000 of my salary. 
Come to th in k about it, now I understand 
w hat has becom e of ’lie m oney.” 
Five thousand dollars a year, m ileage and 
stationery, appears l kc a very respectable 
sum , but it is doubtful if there are more 
than half a dozen m en in any one Congress 
who have been able to save anything from 
thoir salary. I asked h alt a dozen wolf* 
known m em bers tho other day if they were 
able to go hom e at tho end of the session 
w ith a balance to th eir credit, and they all 
told me th a t it was absolutely imjio-sible I 
th ere is no m oney, they say. in a congress­ 
m an’s salary. 
The general public have some very m is­ 
taken notions in regard lo the way in which 
congressm en live in W ashington. Not long 
ago a M assachusetts 
p a te r printed an 
art clo iepresenting W ashington as a little 
worse th an Sodom and G om orrah in tlieir 
palm iest days, and that Paris, under the 
set otut em pire, could have got points from 
W ashington today 
T his article was sent 
lo ex-i inventor Ll ug.xx hoiittem oted to show 
th at the avera re congressm en live* strictly 
w ithin his salary, ami in proof of this asser­ 
tion he cited such forem ost m en as Recd of 
Maine McKinley of Unto, and Randall of 
Pennsylvania, w holivo in W ashington very 
m odestly: who keep neither horses nor car- 
ria es, and who, according to Governor 
Long. vvero living w ithin their legislative 
income. Mr Long held th a t when such an­ 
kle wiedged leaders and m en ol iunu* lice 
as these se p t ap no state, aud were content 
to liv e in a very unostentatious m anner, it 
was a si n th a t extravagance and luxury 
were not breaking down the lepuhlic. 
I wdl not say that G overnor Ixmg, for 
whom I have tho highest respect, was dis­ 
ingenuous. but like the skilful lawyer th at 
he is. lie was presenting the be t side of his 
case to the public. The governor need not 
have gone outside of his own delegati; ii to 
have so' ii th a t tho m ajority of its m em bers 
spout, darin g tho session of Congress in 
YVaahington, more than their entire yearly 
salary, and it must be rem em bered th at 
none of these gentlem en are in w hat 
is known as "society” : 
th at w ith the 
exception of two none of them m e very 
rich and tnoir entertaining is lim ped. All 
of which goes to show th a t if a m an living 
under such conditions can spend $5000 
during the session w ithout m uch trouble, 
how much m ore will it cost a m an who has 
to keep up a good style of living? 
Members of Congress iii W ashington m ay 
he divided into three cia-se* 
/lie first 
class includes a sm all proportion of them , 
who spend m any tim es th eir sal aly. and of 
these good example* a 'e 'V. T. S '« tt of 
Erie. Bayne of Pittsburg. W illiam W alter 
Phelps and Perry Belm ont, all of whom

and do not stin t them selves in regard to 
money. 
Tho next class, and by far tho 
la)gest, consists of tho m en who spend 
their entire salary—I could nam e a dozen 
or 50. for th a t m a tte r-a n d tho third and 
sm allest class are the few m en who save 
quite a little sum at the end of every 
year. 
They are 
so few 
th a t I could 
count them on tbp fingers of lo th bauds, 
but it w ould be rather unfair to parade 
their nam es before the public. Randall l as 
alw ays lived well w ithin bis income. Ho 
owns a little house near the Capitol, but 
th a t is about all the propeity lie does pos­ 
sess, and all th at he has to show for hts 
long years of public service. 
Now. if you w ant to know* w hat ifs going 
to cost a m an to live in W rshingtou at a 
first class Dote! and who has money enough 
to pay for it. I will give you some of tho 
prices paid by w ealthy m em bers. 
Tho 
Arlington Hotel is the m ost expensive aud 
it lias am ong its boarders certain aurifer­ 
ous statesm en. General Spinola of New 
York pays the m odest little sum of $21K» a 
week for his accom m odations, aud they 
consist m erely of a parlor nnd four b d 
rooms. Senator Eliscock has a whole lower 
Poor of the Sum ner House, which is now 
an 
annex 
of the 
A rlington, and tor 
two sm all parlors and 
four 
bedrooms 
he draw s his check for $1050 a m onth. 
Bolden of New Y’ork, who is also another 
of tho A rlington’s boarders, gets a bill of 
$250 every week, anil John E. Russell, who 
has a parlor and bedroom sim ply, is taxed 
to tho tune of $150 every Saturday night, 
or 850 a w eek m ore than his congressional 
salary am ounts to, Felix Cam pbell of Now 
Y ork. who has got very modest, apartm ents, 
still has to pay $100 a week for them , and 
Archie Bliss, tile w ealthy Brooklyn man, 
who is living a la garcon, arid lias nothing 
but the sm allest kind of a bedroom and lit­ 
tle parlor attached, pays $70 a week. 
Then, of course, when a m an lives in a 
hotel, and can afford to keen a horse and 
carriage, he lias to pay heavily for that lux­ 
ury. G eneral Spinola. in addition to Iris 
b illo t nett, ly $1200 a m onth at the hotel, 
rents a stable for w hich ho pays $65 a 
m onth, and besides th at ho has to provide 
accom m odations lor his coachm an and foot­ 
man. 
I have taken pains to find out just w hat it 
costs a m an w ith a sm all fam ily to live at 
tho various hotels in W ashington. My sup­ 
positions fam ily consists of a gentlem an 
and Irs wile. two young ladies, a nurse and 
a baby. At th e Arlington they w ant from 
$175 a w iek up, the accom m odation con­ 
sisting of throe bedrooms and a parlor and 
the necessary board. W illard’s, the E bbitt 
and tho Kimrs House charge about tip* 
same. At \\ lliard ’s I was told th a t I could 
get very nice accom m odations 
For A bout #550 a M onth, 
and about as m uch m ore as I choso to pay 
for better and larger rooms. 
The E bbitt House, a t which Ma or Mc­ 
Kinley m odestly boards, would bo glad to 
have my fam ily during th e session if tho 
head of the concern had $125 in his in­ 
side vest pocket which he could conveni­ 
ently spare every Saturday night, but if bo 
w anted to spread him self at all, he would 
have 
to 
have 
SUH). 
The 
Ham ilton 
Home, at which Mr. Reed boards, is a 
little lower in prices th an the others, de­ 
pending more on fam ily than transient 
trade. Still there they ask from $375 to 
*450 a m onth. There are acouple of hotels 
down to w n -th e N ational anil the Motro- 
politan—w hich are about 
25 
per cent. 
cheaper than tile np-town hotels, but tlieir 
accom m odations are not so good. Jt will be 
seen. then. th a t no m an can expect to live 
at a hotel unless he is w illing to spend 
more than his salary yearly for board and 
rooms. 
Of course a m em ber is not necessarily 
hoe od lo live at a botel. Ile can rent a 
ho se or he can take apartm ents, and while 
he w ill save money th a t way perhaps, he 
xviii not find th a t W ashington is a paradise 
for poor people. A m odest house will rent 
for at least 835 a m outh, a house of any pre­ 
tensions at $50, and a really handsom e 
house a t from $60 to $ I OO. Then. of course. 
lie must, buy furniture, which, lf lie is not 
re-elected, is utterly valueless to him at tho 
end of his term , and xvhich will fall into the 
clutches of the pirate of the red Hag, and 
sell for about fifteen cent* on tne dollar. 
Suppose lie doesn’t w ant to buy his furni­ 
ture, why tnen he rents a furnished house, 
hut furnished houses are few and far be­ 
tween, aud when a m an linda one he m ight 
just a* well buy the thing outright in tho 
com m encem ent, for he will have to pay a 
trem endous price for the use of tho furni­ 
ture, and besides ibis he will be in daily 
fear th a t he m ay break a niece of Dresden 
china or some other equally valuable orna­ 
m ent. and it is a covenant in the lease tiiat 
he shall m ake good all breakage or damage. 
lf a m em ber has children, let him avoid 
the seem ingly se d u civ e furnished bouse as 
he xxould the oily-tongued lobbyist, who 
has a plausible claim which he w ants the 
ne w m em ber to vote for w hen it comes be­ 
fore tile House. 
Furnished apartm ents are very high: in 
fact you will pay alm ost as m uch for a par­ 
lor and bedroom in a fashionable boarding­ 
house. w here your neighbors are m em bers 
of Congress and prom inent governm ent 
officials, as you would in one of th:* hotels. 
I looked at a very handsom e suite of rooms 
on a fashionable avenue, the other day. 
Tile suite consisted of a parlor,, bedroom, 
bathroom and a sm all room which would 
be convenient either as a dressing-room or 
a place to st ire trunks, hut it xvas hardly 
large enough for a spare bedroom. The 
rooms were beautifully furnished, ana all 
flu' appointm ents of th e house were in 
keeping. From the front window of the 
parlor I could see the 


H o u s e of a M t llio n n a lr e Sen ator 
and the adjoining house on my left is now 
occupied by one of the w ealthiest m en in 
Congress. 
I told th e landlady th a t m y fam ily con­ 
sisted of m y wife, m yself and a sm all boy. 
She objected very, strongly to e ntertaining 


tbe notion of taking a young bov In the 
house, as boys, sho said, are so m ischievous 
and 
cause 
so 
m uch 
trouble 
to 
the 
other 
people, 
besides 
sliding 
down 
the 
balusters 
nnd 
scribbling 
their 
nam es all over 
the 
walls. 
I assured 
h er th a t my boy was n et th at kiud. ami 
after a good deal of hesitation she finally 
concluded that Mu* would run the risk of 
the boy and lot m e have the rooms and 
hoard, f I took them for the entire session, 
for $10 » a week in advance. 
This, of 
course is an extravagant figure and accom ­ 
m odations alm ost as good in just as good a 
locality can ta) obtained for m uch less 
money, s u i', really nice rootlet in a xvell- 
m anngcd house in tho central port:on of 
the city. with hoard for two, xviii cost not 
less than $40 a week ai d from th a t up to 
$100. 
Of recent years several fiats have been 
b u iltin W ashington and various m em bers 
of Congress livo in that way instead of keep­ 
ing house, but these Hats are us expensive, 
if not lnoio so, than a house would he. 
Colonel "( barley” Allen am i Mr. W hiting, 
tn e Damon ami P ythias of the Massa­ 
chusetts delegation, who occupy adjoin 
Big scat* in tho House, have fiats in 
the 
Portland. 
I 
d o n 't 
know exactly 
w hat they Jiaxo to pay for them , but I im- I 
ag ne it costs them about #160 a m onth, | 
and of course thev had to iurnish them . J 
I hey are no kit; liens ct nnccted w ith these t 
fiats, and the tenants of the building have ! 
to 
ake tlieir m ea'* in tho 
cafe. whose 
charges are pretty steep, so that living iii j 
this way. while very convenient, is expen­ 
sive, aud it is only a w ealthy m an who can j 
do it. 
I know of a foxy m en xvho are saving a 
part of their s Caries every year, bot I can­ 
not undo:stand why they should consent 
to come to W ashington to live In Ute 
way in which they are forced to, sim ply for 
the sake of being m em bers of Congress. 
About a month ago. w hen it xvas so hot. m at j 
if you put your hand to a brick wail i: cot 
burnt. I called at Hie houra of a m em ber 
who is serving his nr*t term , lie is m ar­ 
ried and lies 'our children, and is very 
m uch attached to them . His xvife nnd 
children arc In me, and to enable liiui to 
Naso AU th a t Ste C n ii,^ 
for lie is an co r m an and ran him self into 
debt to corno to La ngr sa, be has reduced 
his expenses to th e very lowest possible 
limit. 
Ho occupies a hall bedroom in a sm all 
house un < ne of Hie respectable side streets. 
The room s so sm all that. wet Ii a ped amt a 
d esk m it, there is only spin e enough for j 
one chair, and as

was 
cum bered ] 
up with 
a lot of tariff 
speeches aud 
other public docum ents that he was sending I 
to ti is constituents. I had to sit on the beth | 
The r oui xx a s s > close and the w eather was ; 
so hot that my m em nor had shed about ev- ' 
erythirir that he conveniently could, and 
yet he was perspiring like a stoker iii tho 
hold of an ocean steam er. Ho was industri­ 
ously pegging away at his correspondence, 
which Im* told inc would keen hun busy 
until m idnight. < lf course tills m angoes 
nowhere nor does he spend 
any 
more 
money than isabso'U tely necessary. 
Ile I* one of the Iitsi m en in tho Douse in 
the m orning am ' one of the last to leave at 
night 
lie Im* never in ssed an evening 
session. A fterdinner lie goes to his room 
and write* or reads, and th at is the way lie 
spends Iris whole tim e. I Know w hat Jus 
object was in coining to L ogress. 
Ho 
thought th a ’ it 
w ould

son,ow l.at 
of

rcoutati ii, 
and 
that 
aft r 
lie 
had 
served 
one.

The fact of tho m atter is. th at w hile thoro 
is a good deal of m oney spent iii W ashing­

and while living is som ew hat expen­ 
sive. the sumo thing is to bo found here as 
in any other place. I menu by that, if a 
m an lias money he is going to spend it. 
w hether lie m ay happen lo five iii W ash­ 
ington, New York, Baris or I ondon. The

habit of living a t the rate of $15,000 
or $20,000 ti y e a r.and who is elected to a 
$5000 a year place, is not going to radically 
alter his entire mode of life so as to m ake 
his expenses corno w ithin SAOOO a year, and 
so it is u itll the Boston mail or th e gentle­ 
m an from Chicago or P hiladelphia or any­ 
where else. lf he has Peon used to comfort 
and luxury a t hi* hom e he will w ant tho 
Kame thing here. and if he has tho money 
to liny for it he xviii have it. 
Because it costs a good deal to come to 
Congress and to I vc in W ashington it na- 
lurallv happens th a t every year tho m em ­ 
bership of the House consists of more rich 
limn than form erly, and they vie with each 
other in th® lavishness of thoir hospitality 
ami the sum ptuousness of their en tertain ­ 
ments. Th® social ITO of W ashington is 
one of tho m ost im portant features con­ 
nected w ith legislation, and th at is so well 
understood th at m any an am bitions young 
man m en ot good fam ilies and w ith plenty 
of money, like Perry Belm ont, Phelps ana 
Lodge, come to Congress, as other men keep 
a string of moo horses or spend their money 
on fast yachts. 
I haven’t raid anything about the sena­ 
tors, but every one Knows th a t one of the 
necessary qualifications to become a m em ­ 
ber of tho U nited States Senate is to bo tho 
possessor of a very respectable bank ac­ 
count. The m ajority of tho present Senate 
consists of rich m en—some of them very 
Hob indeed—and nearly every m em ber of 
th a t body bas an incom e outside of his 
salary.

CLKAXING TOM HATON' ES, 


A Q u eer B u s in e s s C a rried o n In th e 
Sm oky City, 
[Pittsburg Dispatch.) 
“Do von ever have orders to clean old 
tom bstones?” asked a D ispatch reporter a t 
one of tho largest m arble-outting shops in 
P ittsburg yesterday. 
"Oh, yes. th a t is a big part of every m onu­ 
m ent builder’s business,’’ replied the pro­ 
prietor. "U ntil Hie introduction of natural 
gas as fuel, P ittsburg and Allegheny had 
tho nam e of having Hie dirtiest tom bstones 
and m onum ents tit Hie world. 'Die sm oke 
front the iron m ills hooded in clouds over 
A llegheny, St. M ary’s and U niondale cem e­ 
teries. aud begrim m ed all m arble. Tomb- 
stones :n these cem eteries used f a c tu a lly 
get black. ’I lie business of cleaning them 
flourished then. 
But n atural gas has 
changed all that. Still we are called upon 
frequently to shine up headstones and shafts 
which are age-stained or soiled by Hie ele­ 
ments. lf care is taken like this Hie life of 
a tom bstone in tins clim ate can be pro­ 
longed 20 years longer than if it was lclt to 
itself.” 
"Hoxvdo you d e a n tom bstones aud not 
spoil the enam el?” 
"By a very simple process. YVo m ix one- 
fourth of a pound of soft soap with the 
sam e am ount of pounded xvhiting; one 
ounce soda and a piece cf stone blue tho 
size of a w alnut. We boil these together 
for a quarter of an hour, and while hot rub 
it over tha tom bstone xvith a piece of flan­ 
nel and h a v e it on 24 hours. 
Then we 
wash this off w ith clean w ater and polish 
the m arble w ith a pieeo of coarse ffannoi. 
‘I originally got this recipe f o n t an old 
colored w om an in Baltim ore. M arble steps 
to houses aro very popular there and she 
had m ade the m ixture during a iifo-time to 
clean the steps. This old lady also told me 
w hat she said was a good way to paint on 
m arble, so th a t it won t rub of. It was to 
use the ordinary gold paint sold by art 
stores, consisting of powdered brass and oil 
of turpentine. But all such paints, I have 
found, will xvash off in tim e.”

came in sight. 
At first, after stripping every captured 
ship of its valuables, T arik made the crew 
walk the plank, arid then burned or scut­ 
tled the vessel, like any common pirate. 
But soon he found that this did not pay. 
It was putting a prohibitory tariff on the 
commerce 
through the strait, and his 
revenues fell off to almost nothing. He 
wa* killing the goose that laid the golden 
egg. 
But T ahik was a man of originality and, 
resource. He saw that he had overdone the 
m atter, and resolved not to destroy entirely , 
such m erchant ships as m ight thereafter j 
come that way'. 
After that, whenever a m erchant ship 
ventured through the strait, T a rik and 
his pirates, after capturing the vessel, said 
to the captain, in substance: ‘ You may go 
in peace, provided yon give us half of all 
the goods you have on board, or its value in 
money.” 
The merchants were glad to get off so 
easily, and readily gave the pirates half. In 
course of time the surrender of half the 
cargo (or the money equivalent of half the 
cargo), came to be looked upon as a regular 
tax. and merchants made their calculations 
accordingly. Of course they had to buv 
their goods cheaper and sell them dearer, in 
order to make up the 50 per cent. that 
T a RTK seized for his share. Hearne to be 
called the T arik, or T arif tax. and this is 
the origin of our word, ‘‘tariff.” For gov­ 
ernments now take the place of the pirate 
chief, and custom houses take the place of 
the strait of Gibraltar: only, instead of 
seizing CO per cent, of all that comes in, 
the average late in the United States is 


worth of transportation machinery as ef­ 
fectively as though it were his own persona! 
property. 
Individual impulse expresses itself in the 
manifold enterprise of individual citizens, 
each a personal u n it 
The individual is, however, the base of 
the social system, and his freedom to live, 
move and have his boing as a free agent, 
when not in conflict with the general wel­ 
fare, as voiced by the government under 
which he lives, is the foundation of all 
healthy social life and all true government 
by tho people. 
The great adjusting balance wheel of 
commerce and social life is free competi­ 
tion. 
Corporations and combinations are 
the handmaids of individual growth and 
social solidarity until they attem pt to 
throw off the great balance wheel of free 
competition. When they propose to meddle 
with this, they strike at the very founda­ 
tions of social, industrial and commercial 
life. It is no wonder that the intelligent 
mercantile 
classes 
belonging 
to 
Mr. 
B l a i n e ’s party begin to ponder and in­ 
wardly cry halt whon he boldly affirms that 
the private function of corporations and 
combines is inalienable, even whon it ar­ 
rests the operation of tho law of supply and 
demand and throttles free competition. 
If 
such a position can be maintained, it is 
utterly revolutionary and strikes at the 
very fountain head of society. 
Tho trust is nothing more nor less than a 
conspiracy to defeat the natural law of 
supply and demand, it is erected with the 
primary intent of destroying the operation 
of competition m the great staple necessi­ 
ties of life. W hat an astonishing stroke of 
now only 47 per cent., and the Mills bill audacity it becomes then, to affirm that it 
would reduce this to 40 per cent. 
‘‘Tariff,” then, means, in common use. 
that share of imported goods (or its equiva­ 
lent in money) which the government seizes 
for its own. 
Originally this seizure was an act of mere 
piracy. In our times it is justified by two 
schools of thinkers, each on a different 
ground. 
One school justifies the seizure on the 
ground that the government must have a 
revenue, and they regard T a k ik ’h scheme 
as the easiest way to get i t These are 
sometimes called ‘ free-traders,” but they 
are not, strictly speaking. 
The other school justifies tariff on the 
ground that by destroying or crippling for­ 
eign trade it “protects” the home m anu­ 
facturer; that is. in this country, gives to 
American manufacturers a monopoly of the 
business of supplying the American people's 
wants. These are called ' protectionists.'’ 
Between these two schools or sets of 
thinkers there is a third, perhaps most 
numerous of all, who justify tariffs not on 
either ground wholly, but partly on both. 
They are the "moderato protectionists.” 
aud are generally in favor of a tariff high 
enough to make foreign trade somewhat 
difficult, but not high enough to destroy it; 


is beyond the jurisdiction of a government 
of the people. It is equivalent to saying 
that society has no right to protect itself 
against its own creatures. 
In the last 
analysis such a position is flatly and danger­ 
ously revolutionary. 
When Mr. V a n d e r b i l t in a moment of 
irritation 
exclaimed 
“The 
public 
be 
damned!” it touched a sensitive spot in 
the American people, and its echo will 
never die so long as corporations retain 
any shadow of menace to the liberties of 
the people. 
In one sense the affirmation 
of Mr. B l a i n e is far more serious than 
the ejaculation of V a n d e r b i l t , for it was 


spoken calmly bv a statesman standing as 
the bead and front of d party asking con­ 
trol of the destinies of the country for the 
next four years.

TARIFF 
TRUTHS — CLEARING 
THE 
GROUND FOR ACTION. 


Before beginning a thorough examination 
of the tariff question from the standpoint 
of ‘'the plain people,” it is highly impor­ 
tant to clear the ground of rubbish as much 
as possible, and understand just what we 
are talking about. 
Take that word "tariff,” for example. It 


W ould “muddle'’ a good many people to 
give it an exact definition. 
Perhaps the clearest idea of the true 
meaning of that word can lie given in a 
little sketch of its history. For the word 
has a history, and a romantic one. It has 
been told before, but will bear repeating. 
Mon* than 1000 years ago ttiere lived in 
northern Africa and southern Spain a war­ 
like Moorish chieftain named T a k ic . or 


T a r ik . or T abu'', as th e name is variously 
Bpelled. It is from this balf-savage chief’s 
name that we get the modern word, as from 
his deeds we get the modern idea of 
“tariff.” which is just now troubling this 
country so much. 
T a rik gave his name to the town of 
’Jarifla and also to the cliff of Gibraltar. 
“Gibraltar” is a corruption of “Gebal- 
'Jarik.” or "Hill of Tarik.” These places 
were in reality the first custom houses, 
where the first “tariff’ was collected. 
We regret to say that T a r i k was a pirate. 
The free-t-adt rs declare that the system to 
win ii he gave his name is still nothing but 
legalized, modernized piracy, but that we 
need not discuss vet. 
This was'] Ai l 
little scheme: Hecmised 
about just inside the strait ot Gibraltar, 


of supplying the wants of the American 
people, but not a complete monopoly. 
Tho important thing to observe here is 
that all parties agree in justifying protec­ 
tive tariffs on one ground or another. None 
of them therefore, aro "free-traders,” for 
free trade means the absence of all tariffs. 
The Democratic party now proposes a tariff 
much higher than even the original "war 
tariff” of 1862. Therefore the Roputdican 
allegation that tho Democratic party is 
working for free trade is absurdly false. 
It is true that there are some genuine free­ 
traders in this country. H en ry G eo rg e is 
their prophet, and they wish to abolish the 
tariff entirely and raise the revenues by 
other means. But they need not be re­ 
garded as a political factor at present. 
Certainly 
the 
Democratic party is not 
responsible for them. 
Both the Republican and the Democratic 
parties today favor a protective tariff. The 
only difference between them is one of 
degree. The Republicans believe in making 
the monopoly which American manufac­ 
turers enjoy in the home market complete: 
the Democrats believe in confining it within 
reasonable limits. 
Let there be no mistake, therefore, on this 
point: The question of free trade has no 
proper plate in this campaign. If anyone 
talks about free trade he is simply talking 
about a m atter that has nothing to do with 
the practical question. 
Both the great 
parties believe in retaining a tariff, and one 
which shall be more or less protective. 
This country has reached a point where 
something must be done about the taxes. 
The income of the government is many 
millions of dollars every year more than is 
needed 
Both parties agree that it ought to 
be reduced. 
But how? 
The Democratic party says, by reducing 
the tariff taxes on goods brought to this 
country iroin other lands—especially on 
raw materials like wool. 
Tho Republican party, taking the ex­ 
treme protective view, says we must leave 
the tariff taxes substantially as they are 
now. but abolish those other taxes (called 
internal revenue taxes), bv which the gov­ 
ernment collects many millions from to­ 
bacco manufacturers. If this does not re­ 
duce 
the 
government's income to its 
actual needs, the Republican platform says 
the rest of the internal revenue taxes 
(meaning the tax on distillers of alcoholic 
liquors) must be abolished, “rather than 
sacrifice any part of our protective system.” 
The practical issue as to the tariff is 
whether it shall be reduced about 7 per 
cent., as tho Democrats desire, or not. 
In discussing this practical question cer­ 
tain other questions, more or less theoreti­ 
cal, inevitably come up. 
Are the tariff taxes, or duties on imported 
goods, really caid by the foreign producer 
or by our own people? 
Do they affect only imported goods, or do 
they add also to the price of goods that are 
made in this country? 
Do they really have any effect in raising 
wages, as claimed, or is their effect to re­ 
duce wages? 
Do they make business better, as claimed, 
or the reverse? 
In a word, is the tariff a good thing in it­ 
self. or is it a necessiry evil? lf a high 
tariff is a good and just thing, doing nobody 
any harm, then it ought not to bs reduced 
even though the government’s income is 
excessive, lf it is a necessary evil, then it 
ought to be reduced as much as the govern­ 
ment's necessities will permit. But there 
is no question of free trade in this campaign. 
These questions in all their branches will 
be examined fairly and candidly in the 
series of articles that is to follow. 


Be it not forgotten that the purpose 
which nerved Mr. B l a i n e ud to this revo­ 
lutionary assertion was his zeal in defend­ 
ing a system of high protection which,even 
with the immense bounty which it confers 
upon monopoly at the expense of consum­ 
ers, is not able to stand alone, except it aim 
a deadly blow upon that freedom of compe­ 
tition which is the only bulwark between 
the people and ruinous extortion in prices. 
It 
certainly 
behooves 
thoughtful and 
patriotic people of all classes to ask them ­ 
selves whether a policy that can force revo­ 
lutionary sentiments from the lips of Re­ 
publican statesmen is not animated at bot­ 
tom by the fierce hunger of class greed, 
overtopping the most vital considerations 
of our perpetuity as a self-governing nation. 


CARLISLE RENOMINATED. 
Every honest Democrat and true friend 
of tariff reform will be pleased to learn 
that Hon. J. G. C a r l i s l e , the able and elo­ 
quent speaker of the present national 
House, has been renominated by the Demo­ 
crats of his district for Congress. Mr. C a r ­ 


l i s l e ’s constituents will, we believe, vindi­ 
cate him with a trium phant election next 
November. For years Mr. C a r l i s l e has 
been the most outspoken advocate of tariff 
reduction in the country. It was this bold 
stand that gave him the speakership, and 
though 
a 
few Democrats, particularly 
Mr. 
R a n d a l l , 
opposed 
his 
ideas, 
his 
sincerity 
was 
so 
evident 
and 
his arguments so logical that the whole 
party has been brought to his way of think­ 
ing. The great fight now waging between 
the two parties was brought on by Mr. C a r ­ 


l i s l e ’s persistent advocacy of tariff reduc­ 
tion. and he and President C l e v e l a n d can 
claim as much credit for the Mills bill as 
the great commoner from Texas himself. 
The Democrats of Mr. C a r l i s l e ’s dis­ 
trict must see to it th at he is elected by an 
ample majority this fall. All the money 
and inti lienee that corporate monopolies 
can bring to bear will be used to defeat 
him, 
but 
we 
look 
with 
confidence 
to the people among 
whom he lives, 
and among whom 
he 
is 
liked 
best, 
to rally to his support and give him a rous­ 
ing indorsement. Two years ago he was 
assailed by the high protectionists and 
barely escaped defeat. Tho same attem pt 
will be made this year, and the Democracy 
of the nation must protect their champion. 
The defeat of Mr. C a r l i s l e this fall would 
be a national calamity. The fight to keep 
him in his seat should be begun now and 
should not end until he is re elected.

THE WORK OF CONGRESS. 
Everybody is asking why Congress does 
not adjourn. In times past we have often 
thought Congress a little slow about ad­ 
journing, and have said so whenever occa­ 
sion demanded, At present the Democratic 
branch of Congress has done its duty nobly 
and can adjourn at any time without in­ 
juring the prospects of the party in the 
least.

hangers-on. These contrasts between the 
two countries would be sufficient to account 
for a very great difference in xvages without 
any reference to tariff systems. But, as a 
m atter of fact, official statistics compiled 
under Kepubican administrations show 
that the real difference is trifling. 
The sensible way would seem to ho to 
coropaie present English wages with Eng­ 
lish xvages as they were xvhen it was a high- 
protection country. By such a comparison 
it appears that English wages have more 
than doubled since high protection was dis­ 
carded 40 years ago. 
But this is America, not England. W hat­ 
ever tariff law the people of this country 
may finally adopt, they ought to adopt it on 
its own merits, neither predisposed to favor 
any system because England lias it, nor 
prejudiced against any system because Eng- 
laun has it. England, like the flowers that 
bloom in the spring, has nothing to do with 
the case. The whole attem pt to drag Eng­ 
land into this American controversy is a bit 
of irrevelant and impudent demagogy on 
the part of the Republican managers.

Is it not strange that English 
workingmen are perfectly satisfied with 
the change of policy which, according to 
the Republican papers, bas, within the 
memory of middle aged men, made the 
working population all paupers?

Notes and Incidents from All Quarters 
of Europe. 


L o n d o n , Sept. 23 .—A despatch from Mad­ 
rid announces the death today of General 
Bazaine. ex-marshal of Frauce, of heart 
disease, atter several days’ illness. He was 
77 years old, and his funeral will take place 
tomorrow. 
r 


Francois Achille Bazaine was one of the 
most noted soldiers of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury. aud at the same time was credited 
with being one of the most unscrupulous of 
men. He was born in Versailles on Feb. 13, 
1811, developing an inordinate passion for 
everything military at a very early age. 
He enlisted as a private in 
1831 and 
became a lieutenant four 
yours 
later 
by gallantry in Algeria. Two years more 
saw him a captain. He xvas a lieutenant- 
colonel in 1848, and a lull colonel in 1850. 
At the outbreak of the Crimean war he wax 
pronto ed to be general of brigade, and for 
Ids exploits at the capture of Kinhurn lie 
was made major-genorni. He later gained 
renown for participation in the battle of 
Solferino. He went to Mexico in 1862, com­ 
manding the first division of the French 
army sent to uphold the pretensions of tho 
unfortunate Maximilian, and won the credit 
of taking Hie City of Mexico bv the defeat 
of the Mexican forces at Puebla a few days 
previous, on May 18. 1863. Ho txicamo 
commander-in-chief of the imperial forces 
in Mexico, succeeding Forey on Oct. I of 
the same year. 
in 1864 he was made a marshal of the 
empire. 
In February. 1865. he defeated 
General Diaz at Oajaea with a native army 
of 7000 men, and persuaded Maximiliau to 
issue the most vigorous decrees against the 
Juarists. as the patriots were known, while 
at the same tune he is now believed to have 
been 
actively 
engaged in secret plot­ 
ting with them. Ibis he did through 
personal 
ambition. 
having 
married 
a Mexican lady of wealth, whose family 
sided with the patriots. He is suspected of 
desiring the crown himself. His schemes 
fell til rough and in February. 1867. he, 
with his forces, withdrew from the capital 
and embarked for France, leaving the em­ 
peror to his tote. He met with a stormy re­ 
ception at home, but being favored by tho 
emperor. Louis Napoleon, took a seat in the 
Senate, and, on the death of St. Jean 
d’Angely m 1869 became commander-in- 
chiof of the Imperial Guard at Paris, 
At the outbreak of the war with Prussia 
in 1870 he was placed in command of the 
Third Corps, near Metz. This fortress was 
one of the strongest in Europe, and his com- 
mand was tile best equipped in the empire. 
The nation expected very much of him. 
After the defeat at Worth and Forbach he 
assumed on Aug. 8 tho chief command 
of the 
armies 
in 
the 
place of the 
emperor. Ile attempted to withdraw from 
Metz and join the army near Chalons, 
but was overtaken by the Germans under 
the command of the famous Red Prince, 
and had to take refuge again in Metz. Here 
he tried every means to raise the siege, 
finally opening negotiations iii the interest 
of the deposed emperor to end the war, but 
without success, and finally forced by star­ 
vation he surrendered on Oct. 27, with 
173,003 men, including the dower of the 
French army. He was bitterly denounced 
by the French and had to leave Fiance. 
In 1871, xvhile at Geneva, ho was openly 
charged witli treason by Gnmbetta, and 
was arrested May 14,1872. His trial began 
in 1873 and resulted in his being sentenced 
to death. In this case, strange to say, his 
chief defenders were his old enemy, Pnuce 
Charles, and the Crown Prince of Germany, 
afterwards Emperor Frederick III. They 
with other German officials declared Ba­ 
lsamo blameless aud placed the responsibil­ 
ity for his failures upon the insubordina­ 
tion of hts officers and the lack of disci­ 
pline among the French troops, for which 
he was not responsible. 
Public opinion of late lias exonerated 
Bazaine in this case, but the French people 
wanted a victim and he was selected, His 
sentence of deatli was later commuted to 
imprisonment for 20 years, but after nine 
months’ confinement he escaped by con­ 
nivance with the prison authorities, or, as 
manv l>elieved, through the instrum ental­ 
ity of the French government, who saw the 
miustico of bs own action in the matter. 
He fled to Madrid, where he has lived eyer 
since.

Both sides profess to be satisfied with the 
preliminary tussle before the Parnell com­ 
mission. The Parnellites are able to claim 
an important success in enforcing the pro­ 
duction of the Times letters, including 
those of Parnell and Egan and one written 
by Campbell, Mr. Parnell’s secretary. Sir 
Charles Russell demanded the production 
of all other letters connected with thein- 
miiry that are in the possession of tho 
Times, This wide demand has been met by 
arranging for the inspection of only those 
letters that mav be specified by the Par- 
ncdlites’ counsel. The Parnellites again 
scored by getting the court to instruct tile 
Times to formulate the definite charges it 
is prepared to prove, as xvell as allegations 
falling short of definite charges.: 
Tile decision relating to the discovery of 
documents, combined with the court’s ex­ 
pression of its determination to make a 
thorough inquiry into Hie whole matter, 
tends in favor of the rimes.

The 
finances of the country are satisfactory, aud 
no increase of taxation is necessary. The 
government intends to present bills for a 
modification of the constitut onal law ; a 
revision of the law concerning primary 
education; for tho division of tho great 
towns into separate electoral districts; for 
the regulation of the labor of children in 
factories, arid for the modification of the 
sugar tax. A credit will be asked for the 
completion of the strengthening of the 
navy.

C o v in g t o n . Ky., Sept. 18.—Hon. .lonn G. 
Carlisle was renom inated by acclam ation 
this alternoon in the sixth congressional 
district. Mr. Carlisle appeared and m ade a 
rousing speech. 
After thanking the convention and prais­ 
ing President C leveland’s adm inistration, 
Mr. Carlisle said: It is declared in tho 
Dem ocratic platform th at unnecessary ta ta - 
t on is unjust taxation, and by th a t declara­ 
tion the D em ocratic party w ill stand or fall 
in this contest.

W hile he will work for 75 cents and from 
th a t up to $ 1 ,25 a day, the H an so n an can 
live on $ 2 ,»i week. W hen a H ungarian 
draw s his pay he does not pu t it in the hank 
to allow any cashier to expend it in Canada. 
He sends it hom e to friends, wiio invest it 
for him .

barren of results. He tonally conquered. 
The work was slow and tortuous. He was 
as yet incapable of holding a position. 
W hile he could set ty n e .it was very slow 
work, and, besides, he had not vet acquired 
the faculty of "em ptying” hisstick. To the 
un nit ated this is Greek of course. A stick 
is a m all, open, steel tray, of the w idth of a 
column, in w hich the com positor forms the 
individual characters into words and gauges 
tho lines.

He persevered. It was a m atter of bread 
and butter w ith li m, and he determ ined to

would drive an ordinary m an insane, for :n- 
senerablo witn “pi" is its distribution. Pen­ 
rod “pied” and distributed. He would set 
up a sticklul and endeavor to em ptv it, 
drop it. and w ith the patience of a Job re­ 
turn to the cast', distribute it, ana repeat 
the sam e thing over again.

A S t r a n g e S t o r y of Its 
W i t h C rim e, 
[St. James' Gazette.] 
M. Jules Liegeois. professor of the Fac­ 
ulty of Law at Nancy, has lately m ade 
some rem arkable experim ents connected 
with hypnotism . It is already well known 
th at a subject th at has been throw n into a 
hypnotic trance will, upon aw akening, im ­ 
m ediately execute any "suggestion,” how­ 
ever crim inal, th at has been m ade dur ng 
sleep by a person who possesses the danger­ 
ous power of absolutely directing th e will 
of another. The object of M. Liegeois’ ex ­ 
perim ents was to ascertain if it woald be 
possible, when a crim e had been com m itted 
by a hypnotic subject, to discover the au ­ 
thor of the cnm inai suggestion, who in such 
case would obviously be the really guiltv 
party. This im portant problem in medical 
jurisprudence has for some tim e attracted 
a great deal of interest in France, and a 
num ber of lawyers aud m edical m en were 
pretent during the experim ents. 
Here Is one of the experim ents out of 
m an y : A lady who was well know n to be a 
hypnotic subject was throw n into an arti­ 
ficial sleep, and M. Liegeois then suggested 
to her th at upon aw aking she shoot w ith a 
revolver a certain Monsieur O., who was 
supposed to have insulted her. She Mas 
enjoined to say. if she was questioned, th at 
M. Liegeois had held no com m unication 
with her upon the subject, and th at she had 
not been under the influence of any one, 
but had acted entirely of her own volition. 
A revolver, loaded with a blank charge, 
having been placed upon a table close at 
hand, the lady uaaaw akened. The instant 
she perceived Monsieur O., who was in the 
room, she seized the revolver and tired at 
him- Sue was then again put to sleep, this 
tim e by Dr. Liebault. who played the part 
of medico-k-gal expert and prove ded to in­ 
terrogate her. The lady at once adm itted 
the KUDPO-ed crim e, and in obedience to 
the injunction she had received, stow ly de­ 
nied all suggestion. So far it seemed th at 
here 
was a 
certain 
m eans of es' ape 
for the real crim inal who had suggested the 
supposed usurper; but an ingenious test was 
then resorted to which proved th at tho sug­ 
gester was never very sate after all. 
M. 
Liebault made these three 
suggestions : 
"(I) W hen you see the instigator of your 
crime enter the room, you m ust go to B le e ; 
for the space of two m inutes; 
(2) when 
you awaken, you m ust look fixedly at him. 
and not take your eyes from his until I say, 
‘T hat will do;’ 
(ii) you im st then stand in 
front of him and endeavor, by extending 
\o u r skins, to conceal him from view 
The lady was awakened, and in a short 
tune M. Liegeois, who had suggested the 
shooting, came into the room, in which 
about a dozen persons were assembled. Al­ 
m ost at once she went to sleep. In about 
two m inutes she awoke, fixed her gaze 
steadfastly upon M. Liegeois. and followed 
him step by step, round the room. M. Lie- 
geoid went into another departm ent, the 
lady followed him. He sat down, and shoat 
once extended her cress in front of him . as 
though to conceal him W hen she regained 
her norm al condition,

nothing of w hat had happened.

a capital lightning-rod and a cheap one 
Happily no one can patent it aud bring it 
around in a wagon and insist upon trying it 
To m ake it surer the troe should stand iii 
moist ground or near water, lor wet giound 
is a good conductor and dry soil a poor one 
It is recom m ended to plant a Lombardy 
poplar near the bouse and another close to 
th e bam . If th e ground is dry the nearer 
th e well th e better, except for tile uuNauce 
of the roots th a t will get into th­ 


rive study to m an. 
Before it becam e 
science its phenom ena were the sub ects of 
m any superstitious ideas. The thunder and 
the lightning, as tho m ost terrific m ani­ 
festations of th e power of nature, fam iliar 
to all, have alw ays been regarded w ith feel­ 
ings of superstitious awe. In m o st system s 
of theology the chief god thunders. As we 
road in Job: "He d irectest his lightning 
unto the ends of the e a r th ; after it a voice 
roareth; he th u n d e re d w ith the voice of 
his excellency." * 
The Romans said these phenom ena were 
caused by Ju p iter Touans. or thundered 
and tho G reeks said the thunder was the 
noise caused by the car of Zeus. Athene, 
daughter of tho g reat god. also sent boite 
abroad. Agni, the Hindoo god of fire. is LnVl 
also the lightning, bu t Indra usually sends 
the bo ta and the bright flash. 
We derive our nam e for th e audible m ani­ 
festation of these n atural phenom ena from 
th e T eutonic aud Scatid navian god. Thor, 
become Donar in G erm an, thence T liunar 
in Anglo-Saxon. H is car, hauled by two 
goats, sped across the sky. and the lightning 
fa s h was tho strokes of his great ham m er, 
Mioluir. which he hurled through the air. 
1’erkunas was tho Slavonian god of th u n ­ 
der. 
W hen we say to the children th a t the 
thunder is the voice of God we are but re­ 
peating Hie scriptural words, and m any 
sayings in European tongues em body the 
sam e idea. G erm an children are told "The 
great God is angry," or "God is out there 
scolding," The I^ tts say. "T he old F ather 
has started to his feet; he chatters aw ay"; 
E s to n ia n s. "T he old F ather growls." or 
“The Lord scolds"; w hile in Bavaria peas­ 
ants say. "T he H eavenly Daddy growls." A 
peasant in Belgium in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury, on being required to kneel w hile the 
host passed, said: "I don’t believe God is 
th ere; I heard H im thunder just now.” 
T here is a French saying, "You m ake so 
m uch noise you can’t hear God thu n d er."’ 
It is ‘ God’s travelling" in Carniola. 
The saints are even accredited w ith the 
the power of hullin g thunderbolts and 
I ghtning strokes. 
In Russian belief. St. 
Elias, or the Bro; b et Elias, is the th u n ­ 
d e re d and he drives his cnariot ac ross the 
heavens. The Swedes say: "T he old fellow 
is having a drive."

Da titans said a god, W akeedga. caused the 
noise and 
Bash, 
Aud 
Isthm ian tribes 
ascribed these m anifestations to Dabiaba.

wiio opens his wings w ith the lightu ng 
i a-di. Many tribes of Indians believe in 
this thunder bird. 
It is called H ahness by 
the H urons and Titpi by Hie I upan Indians. 
In Aryan lore the thunder is the bellow­ 
ing of a m ighty beast, and the lightning a 
serpent or fish darting zigzag across the 
sky. A M exican tribe of Indians think both 
aip caused bv the spirit of a m ountain. 
Feasant* in m any parts of Europe think tho 
thunder is tue sound m ade bv dw arfs or 
m ountain sprites engaged, like Rip Van 
W inkle’s D utchm en, in a gam e of ninepins. 
D uring the m iddle ages sorcerers, w itches 
and m agicians were credited w ith power 
over the elem ents and could, of course, 
cause thunder and lightning. A treatise 
w ritten 
about 
830 by Agouara, Bishop 
of Lyons, against the w eather m aker! (tem- 
pestarii), recounts the popular ideas on tho 
subject. The people were wont to say when 
they heard ihe thunder aud saw’ tho light­ 
ning th at they w ere caused by tem pestarii. 
Laws were made against these and sermons 
directed against them . 
Men have at all tim es sought for some pro­ 
tection against the bolts of heaven, and 
m any anim als, plants and even stones have 
been fabled to possess tho power of warding 
oil the dangerous stro k e ; others to draw the 
bolts. 
Tfie snipe is called, in G erm any and other 
countries, the thunder-goat, tliunder-borse, 
or skv.goat. Its Hight is said to betoken an 
approaching thunder storm . In Iceland 
D enm ark it is called the horse-gowk. from 
its neighing cry. In E ngland it is said th at 
you m ust net disturb the* nest of robin red­ 
breast. or your house will be struck by light­ 
ning. The boar was m ythically one of these 
lightning genders. The stag-beetle is called 
tliunder-bug in Germ any, because lie lives 
in the oak tree, 
and 
lie also receives 
the nam e of Douse burner. It is said th at he 
carries red-hot coals on his long horns and 
flies upon the root, setting the house on fire. 
L ightning w ill strike a house into which he 
is carried. The eagle, sacred to Jove, w as 
also a lightning bird; and the stork, sacred 
to Thor, protecied from the bolts of heaven. 
Tile classical phorcid t* and the ravenous 
harpies w ere personifications of the light- 


11 T ^ere were m any trees and plants th a t 
traditionally drew the lightning or de­ 
fended from its stroke. 
Beware of the oak. it draws the stroke. 
Avoid the ush. it courts the Hash. 
Creep under the thorn, it will save you 
from harm . 
Much of the sacred character of the 
m istletoe proceeded from the fact that it 
was a parasite of the oak. 'Hie ash was a 
sacred tree, aud hence drew the heavenly 
flash. 
A certain plant, called popularly "Jove’s 
beard,” is often placed on roots to protect 
them from the lightning, and is named in 
G erm an "thunder beard." Certain oiher 
plants are sim ilarly nam ed fi r the same 
reason as the thunder broom. etc. The Letts 
call a certain hedge plant by the nam e of 
the Slavonic thunder god—Berkunas. 
Religious cerem onies have irequently 
been performed as a saieguard against the 
lightning, and certain saints especially in­ 
voked. ait. Barbary, who was killed by a 
stroke of lightning, is m ost 
frequently 
relied upon to aid rn thunder storms. The 
cross was carried about in processions dur­ 
ing the m iddle ages, and it is in m any 
places a symbol of the rain god. 
The 
Swastika, or Cross cf Thor, representing 
his ham m er, was form erly engraved on 
bells iii England. The sign of the cross is 
still a co n u ratio n in Iceland against th u n ­ 
der and lightning, and it is a so used by 
Germ an peasants to d spel storms. 
Bells were rung during many centuries to 
dispel storm s, and as a protect on against 
thunder and lightning. 
The Council of 
Cologne ordained tile blessing of the bells, 
and said they would dispel demons and 
"th a t the destruction of lightnings and 
w hirlw inds would be averted." Longfellow, 
in the "Golden Legend.” speaks of this, 
giving the inscription found on the bell: 
"F unera plaugo, F ulgura Irango. Sabbato 
pango.” 
Many persons believe th a t thunderbolts 
descend from the sines. Pliny alludes to 
these, aud say these bolts are a kind of 
stone, which he nau.es Bront a. and calls it 
a half (fem. 
These bolts are popularly 
called linger stones. 
They are the w ell­ 
known fossil, belem ites. 
T heir bodies were supposed not to decay. 
and alter being exhibited aw hile were iii 
ancient tim es buried on the -pot where th e 
bolts of heaven reached them . The ground 
disturbed by a "thunderbolt" was encloser I 
and held sacred to the gods. No one was 
allowed to tread upon it. In Scotland tho 
tu rf cut by lightning was supposed to be 
throw n up bv elves, end in G erm any flint 
stones, called "ell shots.” were alsosupp!>sed 
to be bolts from the • term cloud. 
There is m uch popular lore concerning 
th e effect of thunder and lightning on the 


Forked lightning at night, 
The next liny clear and bright. 
An old authority on the w eather says th a t 
pale flashes of lightning show th at the air 
is full of w aterish m eteors: if they are red 
aud brilliant, they foreshow w inds and 
tem pests. 
Sheet lightning in a clear sky in spring, 
sum m er aud autum n evenings is said to 
prognosticate heavy rains.

for loving. Love, no doubt, in a reasonable 
world, m ust always be accom panied w ith 
know ledge: love w ith know ledge is wis­ 
dom, but it is better for all parties in the 
social system to have m uch love w ith little 
knowledge than to have m uch know ledge 
w ith little love. 
But how is love to tnanife* t itself? In the 
sim ple-t way possible—by carrying out in 
practice what, as an ethical th in k er and a 
C hristian, you m utt believe in theory; by 
treating every m an as a brother—as good as 
yourself, and perhaps a little better. Stam p 
out that bias of m au l.no natural to all finite 
creatures, which leads them to overesti­ 
m ate their own good qualities—real or im ­ 
aginary—and underestim ate those of their 
neighbor. Avoid criticism , especially th a t 
species of it which delights in finding faults. 
Seek in all tilings to enjoy w hat is good 
and let the evil d ro p ; and if you will judge 
begin 
w ith 
yourself, 
following 
Schil­ 
ler’s ru le - "Judge yourself severely, your 
neighbor leniently." F urther, seize every 
opportunity in perform ing acts of kindness, 
how ever sm all, to your fellow-beings. es­ 
pecially to your inferiors (Rom., xii. 10). 
Be like the sun, ever giving and dispensing 
w itching blossoms out of tho buds by the 
light and w arm th of its rays and even, as 
Shakespeare has it. kissing carrion w ithout 
offence.

Love in its common form exhibits itself 
in an interchange of kindred sentim ents 
and kindly deeds am ong equals , when di­ 
rected towards inferiors it is elevated into 
reverence and culm inates in worship There 
may be m uch am iability, but no true great­ 
ness of charade* w ithout reserve. As we 
gain a notion of the grandeur of the physi­ 
cal « orld bv looking from the low ground 
tip to the sky-cleaving chains of the Alps or 
the A ndes. 
our m easure of m oral great­ 
ness grows bv the adm iring com •ululation 
of what. is above us. 
This is w hat Plato 
m eant when he called w onder a philosophic 
affection. Though any fool m ar gape at an 
air ball1 on. the m an who does not cherish an 
habitual w onder for the grandeur of tho 
universe is like a deaf m an who does not 
hear the thunder or a blind m an who can­ 
not see th e sun.

A w itching w om an’s face is never half so 
w itching as when half revealed and half 
concealed it sm iles out from behind a tiny 
m ask of dotted tulle, w hich the wearer will 
seriously assure you is worn as a m easure 
of protection against the w inds of heaven, 
but which you well know she woars w ith 
the clear and deliberate purpose of m aking 
herself beautiful, 
The veil is an olden custom —as old as the 
vanity of wom an or the curiosity of man. 
Its origin is lost som ew here in the vague 
and m isty rem oteness of th a t past which so 
firmly refuses to yield u p any of eith er its 
dark or precious secrets. 
It is curious to trace the veil from the 
tim e when its use had a practical and im ­ 
portant significance to the present day, 
when it is worn w ith no loftier idea than to 
beautify—w hich, after all, is perhaps tho 
loftiest of ail ideas. The m aster of the ser­ 
aglio in Enstoru countries had a very sensi­ 
ble idoa of his intention w hen be veiled his 
women. Tho eye is a seductive feature— 
but the eve alone cannot conquer the world. 
The eye is deceptive. W hen tho women of 
the seraglio appear w ith nothing of their 
face visible but one gleam ing orb. is not the 
thought ever present th a t th e expression of 
th at eye m ight m ean any one of th e thou­ 
sand qualities which m ake up w om an’s 
character? lf it be large and lustrous, us 
one usually finds the E astern w om an’s eye, 
it may m ean anything from tenderness to 
stupidity. If it be brilliant and sparkling, it 
may m ean either vivacity of spirit or sharp­ 
ness of tem per.

Now. it is a well-known fact th a t any­ 
thing we dislike or which bores us we are 
apt to find bad for our health, bad for our 
tem pers, bad for its influence upon our 
minds. 
T herefore fainting 
becam e the 
fashion, and to it alono are we indebted for 
tho veil of transparent, film y tissue w hich 
superseded the cast)m ere and soft silk of 
the earlier period. It niust not be supposed 
for an instant th a t oculists have any right 
on tnoir side w hen they inveigh against the 
dotted veil which is the triu m p h an t evolu­ 
tion from tile bauge and thick gauze which 
were the modo but a few generations ago. 
The crossbars of these ola-fashioued veils 
were indeed irritatin g to the sight, and 
crossed eyes were trequent from their effect, 
but dotted veils, by breaking the barren 
lines, prevent any serious affection of the 
vision. On the contrary, they are a benefit, 
besides they cast a soft and touder shadow 
beneath the eves. and soften a direct gaze 
into ope which becomes sym pathetic and 
confiding through the fine meshes. They 
are infinitely valuable to th e wom an w ith 
no com plexion. She m ay have a thousand 
tiny blem ishes in her skin which the care­ 
fully adjusted dot will conceal, w hile as for 
her smile.

The fan aud the veil are the two weapons of 
w arfare w ith which a Spanish wom an a t­ 
tacks the world. They are her defence, as 
a m odest m aiden, under her duenna’s eye, 
and they are her valued m ise en scene when 
tho duenna looks the other way. A playful 
toss of hor veil or a languid and indolent 
opening and shutting or her fan are her re­ 
sources m flirtation, and a close draw ing of 
the form er and a (mick convulsive clasp 
of the latter are her indications of emo­ 
tion. 
It is extraordinary to rob a fair C astilian 
of her m antilla, put lier into a chapeau 
ferm e or a stiff-brim med w alking hat and 
then seek her beauty. It is usually a mys­ 
terious evanishm etiL 
T here was a curious fashion in veils a few 
j’ears ago. w hen all th e women were w ear­ 
ing bits of scarlet tulle stretched over their 
laces, and w hich gave one the idea th at 
scarlatina had ravaged th e city. T here was 
another fad for tulle of absinthe green, pale 
violet, olive and old gold, w hich gave the 
sam e ghastly effect one lias to endure on a 
ballet n ig h t when the calcium lights are at 
work. 
A wom an never grows so confidential 
w ith a salesm an, nor so w retchedly con­ 
scious, as when she buys a new veil. An 
infinitesim al difference in the size of, tho 
dot is a m atter for s-rious discussion; its 
thickn ss is a n o th er: its color, a thing to be 
nervously 
considered: 
and

length, 
another irritating question. Shall she cover 
only her eyes? is it the thing to wear long 
veda? D oesn't w hite m ake tho skin look 
fairer? Isn’t black, after all. the m ost re­ 
spectable? And all the w hile she is filled 
w ith the consciousness th a t she is openly 
acknow ledging lier vanity. 
W omen, however, are not the only vic- 
rim s of these longings to render them selves 
m ore fair.

To this day the dw eller in tho tropics is 
obliged to resort to th e softening m edium 
of a v e ll betw een his eyes and tho glaring 
Sky, and to the traveller in dusty lands a 
veil is an absolute necessity. B ut m an it 
will be seen. regards u tility only. T hat is, 
usually he goes no fu rth er into the question 
of seli-adornm ent—as any society m an’s 
hills from his tailor and haberdasher will 
show —than he really m ust. T here was in 
AV ashingtor., however, several years ago, a 
(young attache of tho F rench legation, who 
produced a trem endous im pression by ap­

tho sincere bereft th e veil servos as a con- 
( ca’inent of .ho m any tears which rise u n ­ 
hidden to eyes giow uused to w eeping; it 
serves, too. as distinct protection Horn tho 
idle or frivolous conversation, and there 
is still another reason iii favor of its use, a 
reason we are always inclined to cal I trivial, 
but winch, nevertheless, we truckle t o - 
tltiit great m otive power, w hat people will 
say. 
For in affliction people are over 
sensitive. We do not like to hoar our­ 
selves called odd and unusual, nor do we 
like it suggested th a t we lack in reverence 
for th e dead.

The 
m an w ith the oriental cast of features in­ 
side the shop was a paw nbroker. His place 
is on W est Madison street, and he enjoys 
the proud distinction of doing th e biggest 
fam ily trade in his line of business in 
Chicago. T here was the custom ary sign— 
the th ree golden balls—over his shop. The 
three golden balls represent a ceaseless 
show er of gold w hich pours day and nig h t 
into the paw nbroker's coffers. 
Did you 
ever h ear of a paw nbroker who becam e a 
bankrupt? 
"W e get all sorts of things in ourbusi- 
ness,” said tills paw nbroker, and he began 
to search out and pile on his counter a 
variety of objects-finely bound fam ily 
Bibles, some m ellow w ith age, others alm ost 
new ; old silverw are of odd design, sugar 
tongs and m ilk bowls, tea pots and w ater 
basins, some battered and discolored, some 
bright and shining.

The above inscription w as in old-fashioned 
Gothic letters on the heart-shaped space of 
a large solid silver and gilt drin k in g cup. 
W here is "L Allen F raser” now? And how 
did th is g ift lrom "his dear grandm other" 
get into this stuffy place? Some tragedy 
perhaps brought it there, or perchance “L. 
Allen F raser” turned o ut badly and brougnt 
his dear grandm other sorrow ing to th e 
grave. W ho knows? 
T hen there were elegant and pretty crazy 
quilts, over which w hite and slender fingers 
had nim bly and patiently toiled for years, 
perhaps. T hen th ere wore m iniature por- 
tia its of powdered and wigged (and possibly 
wicked) m en and wom en got up in ail the 
finery and toggery of bygone ages. T here 
was an old sword, too, and its history is an 
interesting ono. It was presented in 1788 
by Congress to one of the revolutionary 
generals who had well served hts country— 
at least so th e inscription said. The blade 
was of D am ascus steel, and tho h ilt was of 
gold, enam elled and set 
w ith 
precious 
stones. Some degenerate heir perhaps dis­ 
posed of Die relic after a m ore expensive 
carousal than usual. 
T here is, however, a paw nbroker down 
town, not very far from the C ourt House, 
who is said to be doing the m ost extensive 
bus.hoes in the W est—in his line, of course. 
He will show you m any things of interest 
if you politely ask him . 
"H ere’s as fine a 
necklace," he says, "as I ’ve ever seen. It 
cost $4000 a t T iffany’s. T here’s 30 carats 
of diam onds in it. and they are set in gold 
aud platinum . Tho stones are of rarest fire 
and w ithout flaw. It was brought to me th e 
other day by an old-tim e gam bler who was 
quite rich not long ago. Tho necklace be­ 
longs to his wife. The m an has now gone 
out of business and needs m oney.” 
T his prince of Chicago paw nbrokers will 
pile up untold ricUcs on his glass cases until 
there Is a heap of them a foot high and you 
can let your fingers glido through d ia­ 
m onds and rubies and all sorts of dainty 
baubles. A diam ond which he will show 
y-m was brought to him by a M ike Lipnian. 
who at the tim e owned a circus in C incin­ 
nati. 
T he stone weighs 15 carats and is 
w ithout blenrsli and m agnificently cut and 
polished. It is set so th at it can be worn in 
a hairpin, breastpin or as a stud. It was 
worn by a fem ale circus perform er and cost 
$10,000 originally. H ere is an ostrich Jan 
m ounted on th e highest m other of pearl 
and m ounted w ith gold plates. It is w orth 
$ 1000. H ere is a heavy stiver cigar case. 
The m ake shows it to have once belonged 
to 
some European swell, and so does 
the 
m onogram 
and 
the 
engraved 
coat 
of 
am is. 
H ere 
is 
a 
curious 
th in g —un old scent-case of silver. It is 
globular in shape, opens w ith a spring, and 
m ust be at least 75 years old. There is a 
n atu ral Brazilian beetle set in gold. The 
bug m ust have been em balm ed somehow, 
and tile green and golden sheen of its whigs 
is still as bright as in life. It m akes a very 
pretty and unique soar! pin. H ere also is a 
silver w alking belt given once to th e cham ­ 
pion of Colorado, as tho inscription on tho 
centre plate tel's us. Aguin, th ere is a 
m osaic set of brooch and earrings set in 
gold. It has co-it $500 once and was sold by 
an old English lady. But this style of work 
is not appreciated here, and all tile broker 
now dares to a i k for it is one-fifth ifs origi­ 
nal cost. Yet th e th in g is exquisite. The 
hi coch shows 
an 
Italian 
peasant boy 
gallantly tying Hie loosened shoestring of 
his inam orata. The tiny picture is com ­ 
posed of some GOO hits of natu ral stone, the 
colors and shades blending perfectly and 
tho outlines being true. 
And how did these silver m edals aw arded 
some 14 years ago to R. H. W hiteside by the 
Breston A gricultural Society for im proved 
m achinerj. get here? And again, how did 
th e m agnificent fife of silver and gold, em ­ 
bellished w ith pretty bits of ultram arine 
stone, get here? It was "precented in 18U4 
by the One H undred and T hird Regim ent. 
O. V. I., T hird D ivision.Tw cnty-third Army 
Corps, to W illiam E.Robinson, and it bears 
tile nam es of all the battles and engage­ 
m ents this valiant fifer passed* through. 
Now it has reposed for m any years in one of 
those showcases. If you like to let your fin­ 
gers w ander through heaps of uncut dia­ 
monds. rubies, em eralds aud turquoise.hero 
you are again. T here is a whole boxful of 
them . In th e pile there is one diam ond, 
ust from the m ines, w eighing about eight 
karats. 
A sail m em ento is this beautiful zither. 
W ith its case it cost some $500. It was 
bought in Bt. Petersburg, and it belongs to 
Dr. F. Laliodny, who is now expiating a 
crim e in Jo lie t Tills m an is hold to be th e 
finest zither player in the world, and lie has 
played before all the crowned heads of 
Europe. And now he is in a felon’s cell in 
Joliet. 
W ant drove 
him to pledge his 
m agnificent instrum ent witli this m oney 
lender, but ills anxiety about it was so great 
th a t a few days ago the w arden of th e insti­ 
tution. M cClaughrey, a t Lahodny’s tearful 
re im st. paid tho interest on the sum loaned, 
thus enabling Laliodny to claim it as soon 
as he shall have left the penitentiary.

and th e com petition of Ireland gave great 
um brage. It bs true th a t the woollen trade 
in Ireland, and all tho profits of its export 
and sale, were in the hands of the English 
colonists, and th a t th e colonial parliam ent 
in Dublin would fain have extended aud 
protected it if they had been perm itted.

Houses of Lords and Commons addressed 
King W illiam , urging th a t some im m ediate 
rem edy m ust lie found against the obnox­ 
ious trade in Ireland. The Lords, after de­ 
tailing (lie intolerable oppression which 
w as inflicted unon deserving industrious 
people in E ngland, expressed them selves 
th u s : ‘W herefore, we m ost hum bly be­ 
seech your m ost sacred m ajesty, th at your 
Bia.ostv would be pleased in the most pub- 
r ami effectual way th a t m ay be, to de­ 
clare to all your subjects of ireland, th a t 
th e growth and increase of the woollen 
tnam iftacture hero hath long been, and will 
he ever, looked upon w itu great jealousy 
by all your subjects of this kingdom , and if 
not tim ely rem edied, m ay occasion very 
strict laws totally to prohibit aud suppress 
th e sam e,’ 
"B rebably no more sham eless avowal of 
British greediness was ever m ade even by 
the P arliam ent of England, But the king 
replied at once th at ’he would do all th a t in 
him lay to discourage the woollen m anu­ 
facture of Ireland,’ in other words, to rum 
Dis subjects of th a t island. The Irish P ar­ 
liam ent was now also assembled in DubUn. 
T he Earl ot Galway and tw o others were 
'ords justices, and they, pursuant to their 
instructions, recom m ended to P arliam ent 
tn adopt m eans for putting a stop to the 
woollen m anufacture, and to encourage tho 
linen. 
The Commons, in their address, 
m eekly replied th a t 'they shall heartily en­ 
deavor to encourage the linen trade, and as 
to the woollen they tam ely express th eir 
hope to find such a tem peram ent th a t the 
sam e m ay not be injurious to England.’ Tho 
tem peram ent the) found was in the arts 
which were passed in the ti Bowing year, 
I tin}* which m inutely regulated everything 
re la tin g 'n wool. In the first place all ex­ 
port of Irish woollen cloths was prohibited, 
except to E ngland and Wales. 
"The Exception Was Delusive, 
because heavy duties, am ounting to a pro­ 
hibition. prevented Irish cloth from being 
im ported into E ngland or Wales. 
Irish 
wool, thereafter, had to be sent to E ngland 
in a raw state, to be woven in Y orkshire; 
and even til is export was tram ped by ap­ 
pointing one single English port, B arnsta­ 
ble. as the only point where It could legally 
enter. All attem pts at foreign com m erce in 
.Ireland were at this tim e im peded also by 
t h e ‘navigation law s’ which had long pro­ 
hibited all direct trade betw een Ireland and 
the colonies; no colonial produce, under 
these laws, coaid tie carried to Ireland until 
alter it should have first entered au English 
port aud uu.oaded there. The object of these 
laws, of 
course, 
was 
to 
secure 
to 
E nglish m erchants aikl-slvipewners a mo­ 
nopoly on all such trade, and they had the 
desired effect, so th at a few years after­ 
w ards the Dean of St. P atrick’s could truly 
pyrite: ‘The convenlencfeef ports and h ar­ 
bors which nature had bestowed so liber­ 
ally upon this kingdom , is of no more use 
to us than a beautiful prospect to a m an 
shut up In a dungeon.’ ” 
Later on. in 1782, Ireland won her legis­ 
lative 
independence, 
and 
en eyed, 
as 
M itchel fu rth er says, "for the first tim e in 
her history, unobstructed trade,” and great 
prosperity until vhe Idtal act of union. 
T hen and since, tuigbiiul, the great na­ 
tional aud international hog. has swallowed 
Ireland’s share as wen as her own. 
But ive need no foreign exam ples to be 
cited or refuted in order to instruct the 
people of this republic i« ,th eir interests and 
welfare. We 
stand., alone 
am ong the 
nations. Europe is a vast camp. Every 
fam ily of toilers carries a soldier on its 
hack. The old. nations are crowded, and 
the struggle for ex isteuce in all is sharp aud 
desperate, no m atter w hat the industrial 
policy of the country m ay hp. 
Under high tariffs and low w hether em ­ 
ployed in ’ protected’’ or unprotected indus­ 
tries, under iii I conditions, our p ople have 
always enjoyed larger w agis aud greater 
pri sperity th an elsewhere. It has been one 
to the energy and enterprise, the ingenuity 
and skill, trie vigor afft! the industry of our 
free and intelligent people scattered over a 
vast exuberant land oi plenty. They have 
prospered in spite of shackled trade, and 
have m arched in spite ot heavy burdens. 
Lighten the load and bri nk the shackles, 
continue good governm ent in the land, and 
American industries ana Am erican enter­ 
prise may challenge the future and tho 
world.

On the fourth day of last April he hitched 
up his faithful and only steer to his wagon 
and w ith his wife and IO children and $8 
in money, all lie possessed, turned the 
steer's head tow ard old Georgia. His travel 
necessarily slow, and it was often 
th a t 
Mr. K ennedy had to stop on his 
way 
and work for m oney w ith w hich 
to 
purchase 
food 
for 
his 
steer and 
fam ily. 
Tho 
children 
kept 
healthier 
all the way, only one of them being 
a t all sick. but the steer at one tim e was 
taken down. and for a t mo there were 
gloomy prospects for th e old soldier and his 
brood, fin a lly , the steer got well, and the 
9th inst. the entire carty reached Macon. 
The I nth lie got to Am ericus, his hem e. 
He was met some distance out bv a delega­ 
tion of c tizoTis. beaned bv the A m ericus 
lira s band, and escorted to tho court-house 
square. Professor Van R iper w as < ii hand, 
and photographed the fam ily beside th e ox 
at d wagon. Colonel A. 8. C utts then form ­

Old-Time Plagues Ineqnalled Today. 


Keligion No Safeguard Among Panic- 


Stricken People.

Yellow fever, though not in reality a 
more 
destructive disease, even 
in th e 
places w here it is apt to prevail, th an som e 
others w hich are m ore fam iliar, is m ore 
suggestive of the idea of pestilence th an 
QUY existent disease, and more strikingly 
recalls, w hen it appears in a fully de­ 
veloped form, as IO years ago in New 
Orleans and Memphis, th e horrors of the 
ancient plagues. T here is som ething in th e 
insidious nature of its approach, its fell 
action in the worst cases, and the despair 
w hich seizes even from the beginning tho 
larger num ber of its victim s, w hich re­ 
m inds us of w hat we have read respecting- 
the plagues of Athens, of Florence, of Lon­ 
don, in the days of old. 
I am told by those w ho w itnessed the 
flight from Jacksonville, Fla., a short tim e 
since, w hen first the appearance of yellow 
fever in th a t town had been announced, 
th a t the behavior of m any of the refugees 
indicated absolutely panic terror, though, 
as it turned ont. not one am ong the whole 
num ber had been infected by the disease, 
so th at the risk individually run by th a t 
panic-stricken crowd while iu the tow n 
nom which they were flying m ust have 
been sm all. 
It m ay be Interesting to recall a few of 
the features of the great plag u es and pesti­ 
lences of history—if for no other reason 
than this. th at nu a m ay see how light even 
the worst infections of. the kina during 
this century have been bjr com parison. 
The account given by T hucydides of the 
plague of Athens, 23 centuries ago, sug­ 
gests a scene of tearful horror. The origin 
of the plague is notew orthy iii the light of 
modern theories and 
D is c o v e rie s R e s p e c tin g D isvaseG erm s.

the field, ravaged A ttica 
while nearly all its inhabitants were closely 
shut up 
w ithin 
the 
w alls of Athens. 
W hether th e germ s of the disease had 
already been conveyed 
to 
Athens, 
or 
w hether, spreading in th e air, they found in 
the overcrowded, sorrow -stricken city a 
favorable field for th eir developm ent, can­ 
not be learned. 
It w as said that the plague had had its o»i- 
fin iu Ethiopia, the region now including 
byssinia. Nubia aud th e 8otulan. and had 
travelled them e by Egypt and Asia M inor 
to Athens. B ut its rapid developm ent in 
A thens would certainly seem to suggest 
th a t this plague (aud probably, therefore, 
others) depended on surrounding condi­ 
tions for u s developm ent. 
This pestilential (ever began w ith heats 
in th e head aud inflam m ation in the eyes. 
The tongue and th ro at becam e bloody and 
the breath fetid. 
Sneezing and 
heavy 
coughing, hiccoughs and spasms m arked 
tho progress of tho disease. Colic and iii 
tense pains supervened. 
The skin becam e 
red. ulcers formed here and thebe, aud 
though the internal fever was intense the 
skin was cold. T hirst was unqnenchatiie, 
and intense pain rendered sleep impossible. 
The fate of the patient was usually de­ 
cided by or before the seventh day. death 
generally closing his sufferings between the 
seventh and the ninth day. 
Few survived, 
and for a large proportion of those w ho did 
life was worse than death, since eith er they 
were wholly crippled or th e disease left 
them w ith m ind im paired aud m em ory 
gone. 
• 
No R em ed y W a* F oun d # 
for the disease, and the helplessness of the 
physicians caused a deapoiffieliby am ong 
those who were attacked which rendered 
tho m ortality largely greater than o th er­ 
wise it would probably have been. 
But 
m ost of those attacked 
were 
left un ­ 
tended: for it was found th a t few am ong 
th e attendants on th e sick escaped, so th a t 
only those of bravest and m ost generous 
m inds dared tho risk of nursing even those 
aft w est to them . It was impossible, crowded 
as til® beleaguered city WM, to keep tho 
healthy apart from the sick. 
H undreds 
flocked around each of th e public fountains 
to allay their raging thirst. The tem ple! 
were lilied w ith corpses, for it was impos­ 
sible to gi t the dead conveyed to suitable 
places of interm ent. 
At such tim es of horror, religion, it has 
been som etim es thought, should exercise a 
more potent sway th an usual. The reverse, 
however, lias always happened. In coun­ 
tries which we call heathen or pagan be­ 
cause th eir religion has beeu unlike our 
ow n; in countries w hich, though Christian, 
we regard as not of tile true faith because 
their view of C hristianity has been unlike 
ours, and in countries whoso creed has been 
th a t which wa ourselves profess, whenever 
plague or pestilence has appeared, religion, 
except am ong a very few, has invariably 
died ont. 
The shallow ness of tho faith which most 
m en have professed w ith their lips has been 
show n by the u tter disregard which nearly 
all have shown for its tenets. The belief in 
a hereafter has been show n to be but a 
m ockery w ith a great m ajority of those who 
had m ost confidently expressed their faith 
in it. 
W hereas, th e assurance of death should 
produce in healthy m inds the very reverse 
of the idea, "L et us cat and drink, for to­ 
morrow we d ie”—w h eth er the tom orrow be 
figurative or liberal—in tim es of plague 
and pestilence when all m en feel the prob­ 
able nearness of death, and even where 
most confident, are rem inded of its cer­ 
tainty a t no distant date, th e m ajority 
Invariably Tarn to R iotous Giving. 
They seek to fill w hat rem ains to them ot 
li/e w ith all the sensual pleasures they can 
crowd into it. 
Thus, as in Athens, during the tim e of 
horror so graphically described by T hucy­ 
dides,riot and debauchery prevailed unceas­ 
ingly. Gross dissipation and tum ultuous 
revelry w ent on in such sort th a t but for the 
signs of death and disease everyw here 
pre v a'e at a stranger entering the city m ight 
have im agined th at it was a tim e of wild 
rejoicing over some great national trium ph. 
Mon com m itted crim es from which at otlter 
tim es the fear of the Jaw would have de­ 
terred th em ; for the law had no terrors 
where nature threatened an earlier punish­ 
m ent than any legal process could inflict. 
As they saw the good aud the bad, t be open­ 
ly profane 
and 
tile 
professedly pious 
strc k e n down im partially, they lost all be­ 
lief in the control of the gods, and th ere­ 
fore saw no reason to deny them selves 
w hatever pleasures they could obtain. 
T hucydides says th a t during the plague 
there died w ithin tho lim its of the city of 
Athens, then, as now, hut a sm all eity.no 
fewer than 5000 of tho soldiers, and of tho 
other inhabitants a num ber too great to be 
reckoned. 
Very striking is the contrast betw een the 
plague of Athens, affecting chiefly a single 
city. and histing but a short tim e. and the 
plague which extended w ith varying de­ 
grees of intensity from Persia to Gaul in tile 
reign of Justinian, lasting no less th an JO 
years, and destroying (according to on esti­ 
m ate w hich the historian Gibbon did not 
consider extravagant) no fewer than 100,- 
000,000 of hum an b e in g s-a num ber not 
m uch less than th e entire population of 
G reat B ritain and t he U nited States. 
In this long-lasting and m ost terrible 
plague, the features of the disease were 
quite unlike w hat had been noticed during 
T h e P la g u e of Athena. 


Procopius studied it both as historian and 
physician. In m ost cases th e m ind was first 
attacked, 
anxious fears and saddening 
visions seem ing to overpow er the reasoning 
faculties. B ut usually a m ild fever was the 
first sign of m ischief, nothing in its earlier 
progress suggesting any serious danger. Be­ 
fore long, however, the glands beneath oin 
ears, under the arm -pits and in th e greso 
sw elled alarm ingly, q-pecially as tilth s 
sw ellings were soon recognized as signs th at 
the dreaded plague ltfver had indeed seized 
its victim . The swellings became tum ors, 
w ithin which a hard dark substance as large 
as a bean was form ed, lf these tum ors re- 
m ained hard and dry, blood poisoning fol­ 
lowed, and on or about the fifth day from 
the setting in of the disease the patient 
died. But if the tum ors softened and sup­ 
purated. Die venom of the plague seem ed 
to be discharged, and the patient was saved. 
Sometimes the fever accom panying th e de­ 
velopm ent of these tum ors, brought a pro­ 
found lethargy on th e patient, w h o suffered 
little, begging only to be let alone th a t he 
m ight die untortured by m edicine, surgery, 
or even nursing. More frequently th e fever 
brought on raging and delirium . In ail 
rinses the bodies of those who died of the 
plague w ere covered w ith black boils or car­ 
buncles, All hope was given up w hen these 
appeared. Among those who recovered a 
considerable portion lost sight and hearing, 
While others rem ained ever afterw ards 
speechless. 
Strictly speaking th e peculiarities above 
described are to be regarded Ae characteris­ 
tic of th e tru e plague—so th a t the so-called 
plague of Athens, as well as the plague 
w hich afflicted the whole Roman E m pire in 
the reign of A urelius, and th a t again of the 
th ird century, were not really plagues in 
the full sense of the term . It would alm ost 
seem indeed, as though the plague of 


Athens was hut an exception illy m alignant 
form of rem ittent fo\ et. 
The True Plague 
is defined as a specific contagious fever ac­ 
com panied by the form ation of tum ors, and 
som etim es of carbuncles. Dark spots on 
the skin are regarded as infallible signs of 
death. They are due to the effusion of 
blood under the skin, and precede dc atli bv 
only a few hours. Tho ""kin is som etim es so 
covered w ith these spots as to assume a 
dark livid huu after d eath —whence tho 
nam e Black Death given to the worst form 
of plague. 
During Justinian’s plague, the idea pre­ 
vailed that the 11 iscose was not eon :agiOtis, 
an idea w hich, if it saved th e afflicted n a­ 
tions from a portion of the troubles accom­ 
panying m e appearance of tho pestilence, 
Brought in others nu ire terrible. 
Doubtless the anlet disregard of danger at 
such sc ascus is desirable, so only that it do 
net cause neglect of the necessary precau­ 
tions. 
But disregard of danger is a danger­ 
ous quality, when it has its or gin m erely in 
ignorance. It so proved in this case. 
rile friends and re le t'vee of tlu> deceased 
were more careful rn th eir attentions than 
during most plagues, but the absence of all 
restraints on the com m unication of the 
disea-e trom house to hou-e, from city to 
cit y and from country to country led to re 
suits the most disastrous. Procopius tells 
us that the plague s read from Persia to 
Gaul, from tim seacoast to the interior, No 
island or uiounta n district was so seques­ 
tered but th at the plague spread to it. 
either at its first passage aero s a region or 
later, som etim es w ith even more terrible 
etiect) in places which w ere supposed to 
have escaped. The succession of th e sea­ 
sons seemed to have no influence on this 
long-last ng pestilenee. [I havo nam ed 80 
years but according to some historians its 
effects continued for m oie th an half a cen­ 
tury.) 
Tile lo n g u e of Florence, 
in tho m iddle of the fourteenth century, was 
rem arkable, like th a t of Athens, tor the 
lim ited area which it affected, or rath er iii 
w hich it w rought its most deadly effects, 
and rose to true plague pitch, 
lf Florence 
when tho plague reached her had given 
way to despair, and taken no m easures to 
roost the enem y, one m ight more readily 
understand the terrible intensity of the 
sufferings of the people. But all remedies 
known in those d a is were tried. 
Tho 
streets were cleaned, 
suspected persons 
wi re rem oved or prevented from entering, 
every m easure was adopted w hich tho 
wisest and most prudent of the inhabitants 
could suggest. 
Vet the plague raged in 
Florence as it raged now here e ’se. 
Tumors, such as those which appeared 
during Ju stin ian ’s plague, appeared during 
the plague of Florence, end im in the sixth 
century so in the fourteenth, purple spots 
on tho nodv of tho diseased were regarded 
as sure tokens of approaching dissolution. 
Death cam e earlier, however, tho sufferers 
usuallv dying on the third day. Annuals as 
wt ll as men were infected. 
Boccaccio tills 
us th at he saw' two hogs rooting am ong the 
clothesof a m an who had died of the plague 
- ‘in less than an hour,” he adds, "they 
turned round and died on th e spot.” 
As in form er plague*, Die restraints of 
religion seem ed to lose their influence 
Every one, says one w riter, did as he 
pleased. T his doubtless is an exaggeration, 
since we have evidence th a t the m onk - and 
friars stoo l bravely to the work of religious 
consolation and physical help. 
Hie idea conveyed in the introductory 
m atter of Boccaccio’s "D ecam eron,” th a t 
the occasion seemed one when m en and 
women seem ed to turn naturally trom the 
gloom around to festivity and dissipation, 
even to debauchery aud riot, is undoubt­ 
edly correct W hat could it m atter? 
All 
save a lew devotees seem ed to think. "If we 
are to die by the plague, we m ay as well 
en ov w hat little of life rem ains to us: if we 
are to survive, we need not trouble our- 
selves w ith unnecessary anxieties.” 
When the plague was a t its highest, 
towards its close.lt becam e the custom for 
the dead to he put out of doors at night th at 
the 
officers appointed for the 
purpose 
m ight rem ove them in tho m orning. 
It is 
com puted th at between 7<>,000 and 100,000 
died of the plague in Tuscany alone, be­ 
tween March and August. 1348. 
“Hueh,” 
says 
Boccaccio, 
“was 
th e 
severity of 
Heaven.” 
T he Plague In England, 
described by Defoo as 
an eye-witness, 
though he was but an infant in 1665 and 
1666 when it raged, though terrible, was 
not to bo com pared for severity w ith the 
plague of 1340; us m any died, indeed, per­ 
haps more, but in a m uch larger population. 
It began in the autum n of 1665, but the 
cold w inter o f 1605.1666 greatly cheeked 
tis ravages, and m any honed th a t it would 
altogether disappear. 
But w ith Die early 
spring of loco deaths from the pestilence 
began to be announced, until presently it 
bogan 
to 
he 
recognized 
th a t 
tho 
real 
attack 
had 
com m enced. 
The 
sym ptom s 
were 
akin 
to 
those 
ob­ 
served during the plaguo of Florence, 
but som etim es 
death cam e oven 
m ore 
rapidly. In Ju ly 2000 died weekly, but by 
Smite in Iter the weekJy num ber of deaths 
irom the plague had risen to 8000. 
t ho 
dead wore buried together in certain fields, 
then suburban, now w ithin London proper. 
T here Is one triangular space (not built on) 
ho tw een Brotnpton and Kensington, where 
largo num bers went buried. Many of tho 
dead wore buried in the tields at present oc­ 
cupied by tho houses in Golden square; and 
it was noticed th at during the visitation of 
cholera in 1849 tho discase seem ed moro 
m alignant iu that region; but whetJier this 
was duo as some surm ised to the opening 
of drains com m unicating w ith the trenches 
in w hich tho plaaue-atrlcken were buried in 
1005 abd 1668 seems open to considetable 
question, 
In the E ast the plague still appears from 
tim e to tim e; but w hatever may he tho req 
son it seem s unable to pass thence into 
Europe. D uring tho plaguo of 1835 in Alex 
endrin fin whicn 9000 inhabitants of th at 
city perished), 25 ships, eight of which 
wero certainly infected w ith plague, carried 
31,000 bales of cotton to England. Yet no 
case of plague occurred am ong those em ­ 
ployed in unloading aud disinfecting tho 
cargoes. E qually large cargoes w ere un­ 
loaded at M arseilles and Trieste, with the 
sam e result. 
Thus the disease, however 
com m unicated.is apparentlyucver conveyed 
by m erchandise. It would seem, in fact, to 
require special injection, since in 1878 the 
plague was for two m onths confined to a 
single village in Russia. 
In 1834 plague 
existed for eight m onths in A lexandria be­ 
fore boing com m unicated to D am ietta and 
M ansoorat, though no m easures wore taken 
to in terru p t traffic, 
o n the other hand. 
w here several plague-strickon persons are 
to o th e r in chouse or ship, a certain atm os­ 
phere of infection seems to be form ed by 
v, Rich Hus dtseaso m ay be transm itted.

m ail 
Die poor senator, alone and un­ 
arm ed, was almost crazy. T he darkness 
and uncertu nty and th e loneliness of th e 
place m ade the visitation dreadful. Some- 
t im. s tile thing would craw l o u tlie bed. 
’I hen th e senator s blood ran cold. Some­ 
tim es it would hurl itself against tho wall, 
apparently not knowing the wall was there, 
and again it would fall w ith a heavy thud 
on the floor only to rise again im m e­ 
diately and renew 
tile 
siege, all tho 
tim e grinding its teeth and keeping up 
its dem onstration oi hostility by its crack­ 
ling, gurgling, croaking, hideous noises. 
'Hie senator didn’t, know w hat to do. Was 
it a tarantula, lie wondered, or one of those 
deadh Mexican centipedes whose touch is 
surely fatal? Or could it by any m eans bo 
a snake?

Im agination ran riot in th e dark, and the 
senator’s fright was terrible. He had re­ 
solved to “lay low” arid play possum, so to 
speak; to m ake no uoiso and no motion, and 
to give no evidence that he was there, for 
lie thought th at after all tho horrid thing 
m ight miss him in, the dark and go away. 
But it w as m aking itseli too m uch a t hom e 
about his lied to m ake th a t policy practic­ 
able. 
Every m om ent it grew more and 
more plain th at lie was in a state ot siege, 
and th a t tho enem y knew he was there.

T he cost of living is a1 wa"* an interesting 
subject to co n tcm p late-to tho poor m an as 
to how he shall m anage to get along and 
provide every day the necessaries of life for ( 
him self, his wife, and perhaps half a dozen 
little 
ones, 
and 
to 
the 
rich 
m an 
how ho shall keep down his expense-;, 
live well, save money, and if he be of 
a studious turn of m ind watch how his 
neighbor*, who perhaps are lass blessed w ith 
worldly goods m anage to live in th is age. 
Philosophers have before today m et in 
council, aud w ith blackboard and crayon 
have shew n th a t a m an can subsist on a 
dim e a day and it has been practically 
dem onstrated that it Lh impossible for a 
m an to starve in a city lik e New York or 
Bostofl unless lie actually sh u t him self up 
in a closet w ith tho deliberate in ten t of 
com m itting suicide. 
"How to Get Along” has alw ays—and, un­ 
doubtedly, alw ays will been a subject of 
vital im portance to all classes and condi­ 
tions of m en. Now, of course, if a m an has 
$10,000 a vear, like V anderbilt's cook, for 
instance, he need not he particularly dis­ 
tressed, but if he i* sim ply working for th e 
ordinary day wages fie m ust, m any tim es 
during the year, "do some th inking.” in 
order to m ake both ends m eet, and particu­ 
larly so if he have a fam ily.

in on Die secret, so th at they may be able 
to do likewise? Some men havo the ability 
to decide between w hat sort of edibles aru 
beneficial and w hat are not; w hat will put 
fat uj on their b ties ami give strength to 
their muscles. This. in fact, is so im portant 
th at evorvbodv, and particularly laboring 
men and heads of fa n c ie s, should know it. 
Listen to w hat one of th e best authorities 
says <>n this sub eel: 
"Tell a laboring m an th at Three-fourths 
of ids weight is water, and th a t to restore 
the day’s waste he lias to take food, th ree- 
fcurths of which m ust lie water, aud the 
rem ainder flesh-forming, heat-giving and 
bone m aking substances, he will u n d er­ 
stand I be case better. Give him a table of 
tends, analyzed (reshow just how m uch heat- 
giviug, tlesn-form ing and m ineral m atter 
thoro is in each food, and lie will soon take 
as deep an interest iii w hat he eats because 
of Its worth to him as because of its tanto. 
W hen lie Ands o u t--as lie can in half an 
hour—that only 21 parts iii every IOO of 
butchers' m eat count as flesh-foruiers, th e 
rest tieing w ater, but that from 75 to OO 
parts ou t of every IOO in dried peas. bean?, 
out and w heat m eals and cheese are n u tri­ 
tious and only lo t;)2 5 parts waste w ater, lie 
from th at m om ent begins to use his com 
mon sense in feeding as ho does in earning 
his living. T he popular rule is: N ever pay 
any heed to the feuding value of our diet; 
le t us cultivate a glorious ignorance of the

I am uot a vegetarian, because I h an k er 
after the fleshpots, and their savory odors 
cast a spell over niv Innocent so u l; yet I ex ­ 
perim ented for ono whole year w ithout 
tarting flesh or gravy in any fdrni, and all 
the tim e my health was perfect and my 
w eight increased. 
The duck porters of 
Constantinople carry heavier burdens—26o 
pounds aud upw ard—m ore easily than* the 
laborers of E ngland or America, yet th eir 
m ain diet is bread an d figs, and they are 
teetotal and vegetarian. 
T he laborers in 
Spain live chiefly on bread and onions, and 
aire m arvellously strong. 
The flesh-and-bloQQ superstition, is quito 
as baseless in diet a<im theology. A horse 
is ut m ost as strong, swift, Healthy ami 
handsom e as a two-legged m an, and they 
hot.li bu vc tho sam * in tern al m achinery; 
Die one eats beef and enjoys dyspepsia, th e 
other avoids it and nourishes. Teu cents’ 
w orth 
of 
w heat. 
oatm eal, 
rice, 
fruits, butterm ilk, bread, cheese, onions, or 
pi nions of several of these, will enable a 
m an to do his ordinary day's work a t least 
as well as any other assortm ent of foods h e 
can buy for a dollar. 
“W hat would be a good diet for those who 
do not need to study their purses, yet who 
would like a sim ple, healthy aud enjoyable 
dietary? 
To such I would say droD the 
heavy m eat breakfast rig h t away. 
N ot 
th at m eat is bad. h u t it is not th e best to 
start Die day on, It distends tile stom ach, 
indisposes us for head w ork, and often leads 
to th a t oilier dow nright m ischievous stu- 
oidity. tho 11 o’clock beer or cocktail. Tile 
second evil is taken to cure the first, as if 
two black eyes are better thau on®. Bread 
—not tim spoiled w hite stuff, but Die n atu ­ 
ral, dark-colored w heat, as ground—tea or 
cocoa, eggs, and th e hun d red and one 11011- 
flesh dishes, w ith a little flail, and as m uch 
fru it as you like. T h at’s a model m eal, as 
experience w ill Dr orb. 
“T alking of fish. the more the hotter. 
Pound for pound it is as nutritious as flesh, 
though it doesn’t seem to fill us so hilly, 
and its chem ical value is far above th a t of 
m eats. W hen I have ex tra hard brain 
work to do. say an average of 12 or 14 hours 
for two or three weeks at a stretch. I knock 
off m eats entirely aud e n tail the fish I can. 
Result, perfect health and strength and no 
headaches,

"F or dinner, fish, soups ii ain not exclud­ 
ing m eat, though s o u p s can be m ade w ith­ 
out it that taste just the sam e and are quite 
as good every way), puddings, dessert, if 
any one cares to prove for him self how little 
the flesh dishes on ids dinner table are 
necessary to him let him just reverse the 
courses, neginning w ith the fruit, then 
cheese and crackers, tho puddings, etc. I 
w arrant he will turn up his nose a t the 
m eat when he comes to it. and he w on’t 
miss it the least. 
I know an em inent lady who for 40 years 
had never tasted m eat. bile was a m arvel 
of m ental ann physical strength. A nother 
author friend kept his health and his aver­ 
age w eight of 160 pounds on a diet th at 
never included m eat, th e average cost of 
his food being only o cents a day. Another, 
a well-known literary m an, who looked as 
beefy as a butcher, was, when I last m et him . 
in hts eighth vear of strict abstinence from 
florin 
A nother friend, a hard 
literary 
worker, has been practically a life-long veg­ 
etarian, but he looks 
Too Shrivelled Up to h e a Champion 
Specimen. 
T his i? evidence th a t can be relied on. yet 
perhaps it will not su it th e ideas of all the 
readers of T h e S u n r a y G i-o b e, 
M any 
have th eir theories, w hich have been w ith 
them from the tim e th ey first cam e to th e 
use of reason, and they cannot be dissi­ 
pated in a single day. 
Everybody lias his or her way of living, 
and if they would tell, the whole race 
m ight be benefited by it. B ut w hatever 
the theories may be. w hether one reader 
believes rn a m eat diet and another does 
not. it would be interesting to know how 
each succeeded.

TRICKS ON ASSAYERS.

“Pardon m e, sir; we allow no one in that! 
room but th e assayers.” I looked a t th * 
speaker w ith an expression of insured inno­ 
cence. He was tine m em ber of th e g re a t 
firm of chem ists whose certificates as to th e 
o utput of a m ine would be w orth a fo rtu n e 
if tavorable. “Sorry to offend you, sir,” h e 
continued, "but we assum e th a t every m an 
who comes in here is a k n av e.” 
This aroused my curiosity, and I im proved 
th e first opportunity to ask an ex p ert 
assaverto explain th t-e m isanthropic senti* 
m ents. Dr. Ledoux, a fam ous chem ist con­ 
nected w ith th® firm m entioned above, sat* 
isfled me th at they w ere well founded. "W e 
can hardly tru st our own senses.” he said* 
“ I Ii ave know n a sam ple of ore to yield a 
heavy percentage of gold w hen its ow ner 
w as present a t th e test and none a t a ll 
when 
he was absent. 
How can 
th a t 
be? 
W ell, 
in 
this 
instance 
I 
saw 
nothing wrong, b u t recently I was con­ 
ducting an assay in th e presence of th e 
ow ner oi the sam ple and noticed th a t ha 
was chew ing tobacco w ry vigorously ant* 
also going to the assay furnace to expecto­ 
rate into the fire. 
W atching him narrow ly 
I saw him spit into the crucible and seizin* 
him by Die thr. at. I forced out of his m outh 
the tobacco, and along w ith it a q u an tity of 
gold dust. w hich he was attem p tin g to get 
iii Die crucible -th is v ay to m ake his assay 
run high. It would require very little gold 
thus alined to an ounce of ore to m ake a 
different e o f m any h u ndreds of dollars per 
ton in th e result. 
"W e once sent an engineer to Colorado to 
eainplo a silver m ine,” said Dr. Ledoux. 
"H e was entirely unm olested in th e per­ 
form ance of his duty. and felt sure th a t he 
had a fair average sam ple. He took th e 
precaution, how ever, to divide his sam ple 
into two lots. Heeding one lot by express and 
bringing the other w ith him in his tru n k . 
Both sample-; arrived w ith th eir seals un 
broken aud the bags apparently intact, hut 
when we cam e to assay them we found 
nearly doubt® the am ount of silver in tno.su 
w hich had com e by express. Investigation 
showed th a t some one had nnnctu ed tho 
hags w hich cam e by express w ith the point 
of a syringe, and had squirted in am ong tho 
ore a strong solution of n itrate of silver. 
Which, drying upon th e ore, of course added 
greatly to the assay. 
“The m ost singular atte m p t at sw indling 
whicli we nave ever eom eactoss wa* in con­ 
nection w ith 'G abriel’s Bword.’ You m ay 
rem em ber th a t in the m onth of May, 1883, 
tho papers iii Ulster and Sullivan conn tie* 
and th e New York daily papers were w idely 
excite i over a m ost rem arkable discovery 
hack of Kingston. N. Y. 
A strange sw ord 
Iiad fallen from tile skies and had been dis- 
covered in th e tow n of Kuchester* L isten 


CO”Komo tim e in Ju ly follow ing, a long­ 
haired individual cam e into our office stag, 
sering tinder tho w eight of a box seven fee# 
long w ith a cross piece near one end about 
tw o b e t in length. H e asked if we w *uld 
assay anything, and on being assured that: 
we would, pulled out a screw -driver and 
carefully unscrewed his box, out of w hich 
he took a sword. It was a curious weapon, 
nearly seven feet long and so heavy th a t I 
could scarcely lift lite point 
from th o 
ground ((itll one hand by tak in g hold of tho 
b an d it. It was covered w ith Hebrew or 
Phoenician characters apparently, m d cov­ 
ered with rude figures of men and anim als. 
This m arking was only apparent w here tho 
ru«t w ith which most of the weapon w as 
heavily corroded had been rubbed off. 
“Th© m an said th a t lie w as th e discoverer 
of th iin tran g e sw ord, and w as exhibiting it 
about tim country; til at som e unbelievers 
had scoffed at hts statem en ts th a t it cam© 
from a spiritual world, and th at ho desired 
us to m ake an assay of it to prove th a t.it 
was genuine. He stated fu rth er th a t on its 
appearance an d ring w hen it was stru ck 
one would naturally take it to be steel, b u t 
that lie had i cen in tu n es past a black­ 
sm ith aud was fam iliar w ith m etals, an d 
th a t it was his opinion th a t it was a com ­ 
pound of silver and iron, and asked m o 
w hether su ch an alloy w as not uncom m on. 
“I told him yes, of coarse, when he tri- 
urn pliantly added: 
'Now I w ant you to 
assay tills sword and give me a certificate 
th a t it is neith er iron uor steel but an alloy 
containing silver, am i I w ant you to say on 
your certificate tliat such an alloy is not 
used in this world for such purposes and 
would not have the hardness, flexibility 
and other characteristics w hich this sw ord 
possesses.’ 
, 
, 
. 
"I was interested and am used, and agreed 
to m ake tho test. T he old m an seem ed 
anxious not to m u tilate Die weapon, and it 
wa# agreed that we should file off a portion 
from a place w here it w as particularly 
rusted and assay the filing. 
I was con­ 
vinced th a t it was nothing but steel, and 
was 
m ost 
intensely 
surprised 
w hen 
our assayer brought up a large silver 
button, which he 
had 
obtained 
froth 
tho filings. The old m an was triu m p h ­ 
ant, but I was a t once on my guard aa 
I scented a sw indle. It was, of course, 
possible to coat the surface w ith a silver 
solution which would dry on and produce 
tho result w hich we found, and I re!used to 
give ti I in a certificate w ithout a fu rth er test. 
Ho readily acquiesced in this. and said th a t 
lie had rath er anticipated such a request, and 
proposed th a t he should tile off th e end of 
th e crossbar, calling m y atten tio n to th e 
fact th a t one end was about half an inch 
longer th an the other, and th at th e cross­ 
bar and sword were undoubtedly forged 
out of the sam e piece of m etal, so th a t w hat 
was true of the composiDon of th e bar w as 
tru e of th e sword, 
rid s I agreed to, and 
the end was filed off. 
it appeared to bo 
sim ply a cube of soft iron or steel, h eav ily 
rusted on five sides and bright and hom o­ 
geneous w here cu t by th e rile. “ Now.” 
said my client, "you tell your m an to p u t 
this in the crucible aud I will abide by tho 
result.” In spite of th e appearance of th e 
Piece of m etal our assayer was instructed to 
ta ko a cold chisel and cu t it in tw o and a-isay 
th e two halves separately. To our intense 
astonishm ent he brought the two u n io n * 
upstairs, show ing us. concealed in th e m id­ 
dle, a plug of silver surrounded on all sides 
by Die steel or iron. T he whole thing wa* 
at once plain I The old m an, or some one. 
iii m anufacturing the sword had bored a 
hole through one end of tho cross-bar an d 
plugged it up w ith silver, so th a t it did n o t 
show, 
He 
had 
probably invented tho 
m eteoric story. We, of course, declined to 
give him a certificate of th e su pernatural 
origin of th e weapon, w hich he had un­ 
doubtedly m ade him self, and lie departed. 
"T he men we most fear are the ‘new pro*’ 
cess’ characters who profess to be able to 
find gold or tin or other m etal in th e most, 
unlikely rocks bv secret m eans of th eir 
own They come to us for certificates and 
alw ays insist on being p resent w hen th eir 
process is tried. 
Som etim es they w ill 
r8alt’ tho sam ple or p u t gold into th e 
crucible in suite of th e greatest w atchful- 
ne>8. One of these m en m ade a contract 
w ith 
my partner to 
test 
his process 
in Ids 
presence. 
He 
agreed 
to qrivn 
him the details of 
his process, osten­ 
sibly to read over so as to fam iliarize h im ­ 
self w ith them . T he process was supposed 
to ex tract gold from evefty varu ty of rock 
where the ordinary m ethods of assay w oule 
not show it. My partner selected a barren 
rock and tested it carefully, and obtained 
no gold even by the special proves-;. He had 
everything cleaned up and put aw ay and 
repeated the test tit tile m an’s presence. Al­ 
though he did not seem to g o near "he croci' 
hie. and there was an assistant present 
especially to watch hun, th e result of rite 
second test was a considerable q u an tity ot 
gold. The m an paid his fee. leaving his in 
structions to have a certificate as to th e 
efficiency of his process sent to the hotel. 
The certificate w;.s duly m ade out. but 
stated th a t ‘Mr. — ’a process was tried 
twice, once in his absence and once w hen 
be was present. 
" ’In the form er case absolutely no gold 
was obtained from th e rock, but in the lat­ 
ter such and such an am ount was yielded.* 
‘T h e m an never tu rn ed up again, as h e 
evidently Raw th at he w is caught. To thi# 
day nobody knows how the gold was gotten 
into the sample. 
‘ Hardly a week passe* in our business 
w ithout som ething new and interesting ox 
startling connected w ith mine* or swtnd* 
iers.”

is Indignant 


NKW Y o rk . S ept 22.-"T w enty-*ix years 
a1 hard labor in State prison!” 
W hat doe* it m ean .’ 
Nothing. 
Why so? 
Because what you cannot understand. 
comprehend. ap; r e c ite carries no w eight. 
You ate tbld that “a comet is approaching 
the sen at tile rate of 3.000.090 m iles a 
lay .” 
W hat does it m ean to you. 
You 
snow perfectly well th at you know nothing. 
When an ignorant person is inform ed th at, 
f he does wrong in this world, he will be 
ouoisl e l in the next through an eternity of 
a forever, there conies to him a vague. Un­ 
definable terror, made appreciable, to a 
lim ited extent, because it is associated in 
his vulgar mind to physical torm ent. The 
lire of an indefensible theology has burned, 
through the m edium of his physical nature 
a feeling th a t "somehow or other.’' be will 
endure literal pain and agony for an indefi­ 
nite period. There is. however, no analogy 
between th at aud a sentence of 26 years in 
State prison. 
The object sought by confining m en in 
prison is two-fold. 
First, to punish them for evil-doing: sec­ 
ond. to ueter others from following their 
example. i,ong sentences are an absurdity 
on their face. In the first place, a man sen­ 
tenced to 20 years in prison knows per­ 
fectly well th at he need not rem ain 26 
years in prison. There is a law of com m u­ 
tation. based upon good behavior, which 
w uld reduce a 26-year term to about 18 
years, so th at a goodly portion is struck off 
.to start with. 
Then. too. he kndtvs very 
well that unless Hie crim e h e attended w ith 
specially revolting or outrageous or infa­ 
mous circum stances, its enorm ity will he 
io blunted by the passage of tim e that. 
long prior to the expiration of the IO of his 
18 years, be will be entirely forgotten, and 
his pardon is not only a possibility, but a 
probable outcome in about IO years. 
AV hat. then, is gained by the im position 
cif such sentences? 
It is precisely to m eet th at question th a t I 
suggest the idea of its absurdity. Upon the 
thounhtlo'F it produces no effect To the 
considerate it shows, first, a judge anxious 
for m om entary applause: second, an ap­ 
parent infliction, which is a farce in real­ 
ity ; and. third, an absolute loss of desired 
impression upon the public m ind. Long 
sentences, as a rule, are pronounced in 
view of some special feature, of some ex­ 
traordinary developm ent, as. for instance. 
tins week a Brooklyn judge sentenced an 
Irish brute to confinem ent in the State 
prison for 26 years because he gouged the 
e.res from his unoffending wife. A few mo­ 
m ents after the sentence was pronounced, 
tim prisoner attem pted an assault upon b 's 
daughter, and had he been perm itted w hat 
he asked, an interview with his sightless 
wile. alone, in ail hum an probability he 
would have com pleted his fiendish work by 


A f ia iiln t t liiv Her T h en and T h ere. 
Now. let us see w hat the effect upon th a t 
particular m an is. Is he punished for his 
crim e? It stands to reason th at ids n atu re 
m ust be t int. 
The head th at could con­ 
c e d e so fiendish an act is not fat-w itted nor 
quick-w itted; it is a simple block, hum an 
only in aglim m er of intelligence sufficient 
to guide his thum bs to the sockets of a de­ 
fenceless woman. 
Therefore, the infliction 
of a penalty like this earrio3 no sentient 
idea to Hie intelligent brain. 
T he idea 
m ay exist, but the brain is not there. B lunt 
as his head m ust necessarily be, so stolid 
m ust his m oral n atu re be. His instincts are 
those of a brute. 
Brutes are quiet and 
inoffensive until enraged or stirred into 
beastly activity by some predisposing cause. 
This fellow, being a m airied m an, m ust at 
some tim e or other, have been soit in na­ 
ture and winning in way. Being a father, 
it is evident th at affectionate relations 
have existed at certain tim es between him 
aud his family. 
So w ith other brutes. 
W hat lie needed to stir his brutish instincts 
into life, was a cause. Som ething crossed 
his tem per. He instantly rose in his m ight, 
seined his wife, beat lier brutally, and then, 
one after the other, despoiled ber of her 
eyes. 
is he punished? 
Is a m an who is taken decorously, quietly, 
painlessly to a com fortable prison, where 
he is lodged in com parative ease, where he 
is led satisfactorily three tim es a day. 
where his "hard labor” is as child's play, 
punished, in any com m ensurate d e g re e for 
so awful, for so fiendish a crim e? Au eye 
for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth, said 
vigorous old Moses, as, standing en some 
shapely em inence, be called the Israelites 
about him . and laid down the Mosaic, law, 
which m eant business from sta rt to finish. 
Had this fellow been caught redhanded by 
some retributive justician. and whaled w ith 
knotted lashes w ithin un inch of his m is­ 
creant life, had his eyes been gouged out 
one after the other, and he, a strong, active, 
lusty individual, turned forth upon the 
streets to beg. some idea of exact and equal 
retribution would have been approached. 
Look at the two, the crim inal and the suf­ 
ferer. 
He. strong and con tented,eating and drink­ 
ing his fill, com fortable iu his lodgm ent, 
aud cared for by the State for IO or 20 years 
to com e; she, deprived of th at m ost precious 
faculty, compelled to linger in agony un­ 
tenable. suffering in m ind. body and estate 
such distress as no pen can paint, no tongue 
descrilie, subsisting upon charity, an object 
of curiosity w herever she goes, to be for­ 
ever know n as tile wom an whose eyes were 
gouged from her head by the m an who had 
sworn to love and to cherish her. 
Irew is not always e laity. 
Law. I know, is supposed to be the cream 
of equitable experience. 
And sovereign law. that state’s collected will, 
O'er thrones aud globes elate, 
bits supreme, crowning good, repressing ill. 
So says the poet, but after all law is some­ 
thing which does D ot m eet every case. It 
may do well enough as between m an and 
m an. dollar aud dollar, acre and acre, but 
when it comes to be the arbiter between 
feelings, when it comes to deal w ith 
M iscreancy of C ertain T y p es, 
w h at can law do? W hat can law do for 
offended 
honor? 
How com pensate for 
m oral injuries.’ W hat good was law to tho 
State of California in 1856 and 1887. Of 
w h at service is Jaw as between th e outrager 
and the outraged? The law m ay be well 
enough and is well enougli to settle dis­ 
putes, to m ark boundaries, to collect fines, 
b u t law. when appealed to as in this case. is 
u tterly powerless, for the crim inal feels no 
ill. aud the poor wom an goes stripped for 
all tim e, a m onum ental sufferer for whom 
th ere is no relief. 
Law is like an apology. 
It stands between m an and m an, prevent­ 
ing personal collision, but is very far from 
affording satisfaction. A few m onths ago 
I was standing on th e Astor House steps. 
B roadw ay's pavem ent was packed as usual. 
Suddenly a flash of white, a cry, a m an cov­ 
ered from head to foot with paint. A care­ 
less w orkm an on a scaffolding some 40 feet 
high overturned his pail of paint, and a 
passer was deluged by it. It was a ludicrous 
scene. T he m an was at once taken into the 
hotel, profuse apologies were given, and 
ev erything done to m ake him feel com­ 
fortable. It was an "accident,” “unfortu- 
n >te,” and so on. 
W nat good did th e apol­ 
ogy do him ? Of w h at use was th e offer of 
an order for a su it of clothes? The shock 
couldn’t Ie repaired. 
T he em barrassing 
predicam ent existed, th e annoyance to his 
hair. his beard, was there. Being a m an of

Possibly those hackntfln w ill be ar- 
rested, lf so, they can be fined. Being 
licensed fo apply for passengers, they very 
likely wdll get Off with a reprim and. T h at’s 
tho law. B ut w here is the equity, w here 
the justice? N ight before last fire w as dis­ 
covered under the stairw ay of a seven-story 
tenem ent house in C herry street. 
One 
hundred and th irty people, m en. women 
and children, were asleep at the tim e iii 
th a t tenem ent. F ortunately the fire was 
discovered and 
extinguished.

m an 
nam ed M arts has been arrested on suspi­ 
cion of being the incendiary. Now, so far 
as lie is concerned, lie attem pted to

ingenuity. 
He intended to choke them w ith sm oke 
ami burn them with tire. 
If It can be proven he m ay be sentenced 
to five years In th e State prison. T h at’s 
the law. 
W here’s th e justice or th e equity? 
He did hts deed. He intended to m urder 
those people. T h at he did not do it was 
the result of a fortunate accident: yet as he 
did not accom plish his purpose, he won’t 
receive justice, nor equity, but will receive 
the penalty of the law. And this m orning’s

Major M cLaughlin expressed 
confidence in Hie ultim ate success of the 
commission, as did Dr.M cChessney.but their 
views are not shared by the chiefs w ith 
them . 
John Grass is still opposed to th e treaty, 
his argum ent being th at the Indians should 
receive as m uch as the governm ent, $1 
an acre.

Am erica’s Great Comedian P asses Peace­

W a s h in g t o n , Sept. 38.—T he President 
today transm itted to Congress, in answ er to 
a Senate resolution, a letter from the secre­ 
tary of state, together w ith accom panying 
correspondence in relation to th e Chinese 
tieaty. 
Secretary Bayard, in his letter 
sending to th e President the correspond­ 
ence called for by Hie Senate, says: 
"It is proper. In elucidation of tho corre­ 
spondence. to inform you th a t th e subjects 
em braced in th e treaty were also elaborately 
discussed in th e personal interview s held 
by mo w ith C hang Yen Hoon, th e Chinese 
m inister, frohi tim e to tim e, since his 
arrival here in April. 1886. By reference to 
my private m em oranda of those interview s, 
I find they took place at this departm ent on 
Jan. 7. Jan. 28. M arch l l . M arch 18 and 
April 13.1887. od tho 23d of w hich last 
m entm ntd m onth the m inister sailed for 
Spain, whence he returned to the United 
States in Hie m onth of August, hut did not 
renew his residence at the capital for some 
m onths th ereafter.” 
The subject of Hie treaty. Mr. Bayard 
says, was renew ed w ithout delay and other 
interview s held. He continues: 
On May 21 last the m inister sailed from 
New York for Peru, and my latest inform a­ 
tion is to th e effect th a t he is now on his 
way from L im a to the U nited States. On 
July 16 last I was called upon by the 
Chinese charge, who inform ed m e th a t a 
cablegram 
iiad been received from the 
Chinese foreign office inquiring w hether 
any fu rth er am endm ents could be added by 
the Senate to the ponding treaty .” 
In reply. Hie secretary says, lie inform ed 
the charge th a t the treaty as am ended by 
th e Senate was concluded and only aw aited 
an exchange of rati cations to become 
binding up< n both parties by proclam ation 
to that effect. 
Continuing Mr. Bayard 
say s: 
* In view of the.phraseoloipr of the closing 
line of tile resolution referring to any other 
representative or agent of the 
U nited 
States in C hina or elsewhere, with refer­ 
ence to tile said treaty, I have Hie honor to 
state t hat no correspondence w hatever w ith 
any on*', other than ihnt transm itted, has 
been had by this departm ent in reference to 
the said treaty.” 
A letterd ated Jan. 12.1887, from fsungh- 
Yumen. th e foreign office, to M inister Den- 
by, iii regard to the com ing of Chinese to 
tins country, contains the following para­ 
graph : 
"R ecently, outrages of a serious nature, 
such as driving tile Chinese from 
tnoir 
fields of labor and placi s of abode or trade, 
burning and m urdering them , have been re­ 
peatedly com m itted. 
The local authori­ 
ties have not extended to them tim ely 
protection, nor have they exerted them ­ 
selves w ith zeal in bringing Hie 
per­ 
petrators 
to 
justice; 
consequently 
no 
justice has 
as 
yet 
been 
obtained 
in 
any of the cases, for which Hie sufferers 
feel bitterlygrieved even in th eir very bones, 
and those who hear of it feel pa lied lo their 
hearts. W hile your governm ent iii vain 
professes to guarantee protection to Hie 
Chinese laborers they in reality do not de­ 
rive any substantial protection asdem anded 
by their rights. C hina treats th e Am eri­ 
cans strictly in conform ity w ith the treaty 
stipulations, but the U nited States treats 
the Chinese in such a m anner as if the 
treaties were m ade for no purpose. 
‘ Now, C hina of her own accord, proposes 
to establish a system of prohibition, th a t 
those laborers who have not been to the 
United States will be strictly prohibited from 
going thither, Dor any Chinese laborer, who 
lins returned to China from tho U nited 
States, w here he has no property or family, 
will be allowed to go back th ith e rto run 
the risk of 
T r e a d i n g o n t h e G r o u n d o f D a n g e r . 
W ith regard to tho Chinese laborers now 
rem aining in the U nited S tatrs and th at 
class of Chinese entitled by treaty to come 
and go of their own free will, it is hoped 
th a t they will forever be treated according 
to treaty stipulations. D etails of this plan 
will be subm itted hereafter.” 
The original project subm itted to Chang 
Yen Hoon by Secretary Bayard under date 
of Jan. 12, 1887, em bodied a proposition 
"th a t for a period of 30 years, beginning 
with the date of the exchange of ratifica­ 
tions of this convention, the com ing of or 
return to the United States of Chinese 
laborers shall be absolutely prohibited, ana 
if six m onths before tho expiration of the 
said 
period 
of 
30 years neither gov­ 
ernm ent 
should 
form ally 
have 
given 
notice 
to 
the 
other 
of 
an 
in­ 
tention 
to 
treat 
bucIi 
proposition 
as at an end, it shall rem ain iii full force for 
another period of MO years. B ut it is ex­ 
pressly understood th at tho provisions of 
this convention shall not affect tho right at 
(resent enjox ed of Chinese subjects, being 
eaclicrs. students, m erchants or travellers, 
for curiosity or pleasure, but not laborers to 
come to th e u nited States 
and reside 
therein.” 
Mr. Hoon in his reply to Secretary Bayard 
states th a t he also has several things which 
lie intends to propose but cannot, under his 
instructions, do so until the outrage cases 
are settled. Referring to th e outrages he 
says: 
• You kindly gave me repeated assuran­ 
ces. in person, th a t indem nities would be 
aw arded and tile cases settled w ithin a cer­ 
tain tim e, whicli I. 
iii 
m r despatches, 
more than 
once com m unicated VO the 
foreign office; but neve.theless they still 
rem ain unsettled; consequently I find my­ 
self placed iii a rather delicate position, 
which it seems hard for me to extricate 
m yself from. It seems prem ature for us to 
enter into negotiations for concluding a 
treaty, as suggested by you, a t the present 
m om ent.” 
The correspondence shows th a t on March 
18. 1887. the Chinese m inister left a docu­ 
m ent giving in detail and m inutely, the 
plan propo-ed by Hie Chinese governm ent 
in a letter to M inisterDenbv, dated .January 
12,1887, to prohibit the em igration qf its 
subjects to this country. A part of this doc­ 
um ent. however, is in reply to Mr. Bayard’s 
project It declares, first, th a t China pro­ 
poses to 
P u n i s h C h in e s e K a b o r e r s 
who have never been to Hie U nited States 
aud who fraudulently attem u t to secure 
entrance into the U nited States, and th a t as 
C hina does tins of lier own accord, and for 
the protection of her subjects, there is no 
necessity for fix ng any lim itation of tim e; 
second, the Chinese laborers w ith property 
or ielatives iii the United States 
m ust 
satisfactorily prove tho same, and m ust 
henceforth, when leaving th e United States 
for China, deposit w ith the consul general 
a t San Francisco, a statem ent snowing tins 
to be the case or otherw ise iliey xviii not bo 
entitled to retu rn ; third. Chinese shall be 
perm itted to go through th e United States 
in transit to other countries; fourth, Hie 
exem pt class of Chinese subjects, such as 
teachers, m erchants, etc., if possessed of 
certificates, shall lie perm itted to laud w ith­ 
out detention under any pretext. 
The docum ent then requests th a t the 
P resident proclaim that, w ith a view of 
preventing its subjects from suffering ill 
treatm ent, Hie Chinese governm ent bas. of 
its own accord, prohibited tile com ing of 
Chinese laborers into Hie U nited States: 
th a t this will reduce the num ber of Chinese 
in the United States, and th at Chinese sub­ 
jects in tho U nited States shall enjoy en 
tire liberty 
of 
conscience, 
and 
shall 
be 
exem pt 
from 
all 
disability 
or 
persecution, and th at anv person who m ay 
com m it hereafter acritol m urder, arson and 
robbery sim ilar to those in lhe past, against 
the United States, shall be severely pun­ 
ished, w ithout the least leniency. 
It also 
asks th a t officers shall be appointed, to bo 
specially charged xvith looking after the 
safety of the uhinese in the West, w ith 
authority to c z ll on the troops to protect 
tho Chinese. 
In anticipation of any argum ent, th a t m ay 
be advanced th at the governm ent lias not 
authority to take action against those com ­ 
m itting violence, the m inister says th a t 
C hina’s treaty stipulations are w ith Hie 
U nited States and not w ith the local gov 
ernm ents. and th a t Am ericans in China 
have asked and have received sim ilar pro­ 
tection in Clima. A treaty of extradition 
by which Chinese crim inals will he deliv­ 
ered u p is also suggested, and the United 
States is asked to reduce the duty upon rice 
im ported from China. 
April l l . 1887. Mr. Bayard transm itted 
the d raft of a convention to the Chinese 
m inister, and invited him to m eet him at 
the departm ent for the consideiation of tho 
subject. 
T he subsequent correspondence 
disdore* the succeeding steps of the nego­ 
tiations, aud embodies argum ents pro and 
con upon both sides. The correspondence 
doses w ith a notification by Mr. Bayard to 
the m inister of the ratification of the treaty

AVith only th e possible exception of Jo­ 
seph Jefferson, AVilli.im AVarren was the 
forem ost com edian of the age in w hich lie 
lived.
